About This Book 


This book is for students planning on taking the TOEFL test. It is designed to provide a 
comprehensive understanding of TOEFL — what kind of questions to expect, what kind of 
answers, the various skills you will be tested on, and the “tricks”, TOEFL most commonly uses. 


The book covers the TOEFL by section — Listening, Structure, Reading, and Writing — providing 
lessons and many practice exercises to help you with every type of question you might 
encounter. There are diagnostic tests that let you determine your starting level of fluency, your 
strong points and your weak points. 


Throughout the book, there are numerous strategies, helpful hints, practice problems, and 
other aids developed by LinguaForum to maximize your chances for success and to help you 
perform at your best on the TOEFL test day. 


This book has been designed solely for the current Computer-Based TOEFL (CBT). In most of 
the world, with few exceptions, TOEFL is administered as a computer-based test. In switching 
to the computer-based format, ETS changed many aspects of the TOEFL test. Books designed 
for the old; paper-based test may provide misleading or out-of-date information, or else they 
may mention kinds of questions that are no longer present on the CBT. Since this book was 
only designed for the CBT, the information presented here is only the most relevant and the 
most helpful. a 


About the CBT TOEFL 
1. What Is the TOEFL? 


The Test of English as a Foreign Language is one of the tests administered by Educational 
Testing Service, a non-profit organization in Princeton, New Jersey. It is a test designed for 
students whose native language is :1ci English, but who wish to attend a university in the 
United States or Canada. The test is also used by some other institutions around the world. 


The test is designed to measure English ability and assign it a score, on a scale from 40 to 
300. There is no “passing” grade; each school can assign its own standard. In general, better 
schools require higher proficiency, but check with the schools to which you are applying to 
confirm their requirements. 


2. About the CBT 


The computer: 
The computer skills needed to write the TOEFL are minimal, and even if you have not used a 
computer before, you should be able to figure it out. 


TOEFL runs on a typical MS-Windows-based operating system. You will have a regular- 
looking PC computer (tower, monitor, keyboard, and mouse), with certain changes made for 
security reasons. 
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Title bar: The center of this strip at the top of the screen shows which section you are 
working on. At left is the time remaining. The time indicator starts working when you click 
on the clock icon at lower left. It appears automatically in the final five minutes of each 
section. At the right of the title bar is the number of the item you are working on, along with 
the total number of items in the section. 


Tool bar: Four icons (symbols or words in boxes) are usually displayed here. Use an icon 
ONLY when it is black. Grey icons cannot be activated. The Tool bar does NOT help answer a 
particular question.

In comparison to the War for Independence, the Civil War 
had a more profound impact on the life of the American people, 
pioneering much of its political and economic change.

Computer adaptivity: 


On both the Listening and Structure Sections, the test is computer-adaptive — meaning that 
the difficulty of the questions you face depends on how well you do. The more questions you 
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answer correctly, the more difficult questions you get. HOWEVER, you also get many more 
points for answering a difficult question correctly than for an easy question. The point is this: 
Do not be intimidated by the idea of computer-adaptivity. Do not worry that your questions 
will get tougher until you are unable to answer them correctly and your score is lowered. 
That is not going to happen. It is always to your advantage to answer as many questions as 
possible. 


3. How to Prepare 


In some ways, TOEFL is like an arms race, with ETS versus the students and teachers. ETS 
writes the best test it can of English. Then the students and English teachers try their best to 
crack the test, to find patterns, flaws, shortcuts or other ways to boost their scores. So 
TOEFL revises their test, trying to eliminate those problems and make the test more “real.” * 
And the students take another whack at cracking it. And so it goes. 


In its current form, TOEFL is perhaps a better gauge of English ability than it has ever been. 
This is not to say it is perfect or that there are still not shortcuts, but it is better. The 
Listening Section passages are longer, based more on realistic dialogue and less on tricks or 
idioms. The Structure Section still presents the same two types of questions as in the paper- 
based test. The Reading Section presents passages both longer and easier than those found 
on the paper-based test. And in the writing section, one of the writing topics in the TOEFL 
Bulletin by ETS may appear in your actual test. 


Various books may promise you “secret” strategies and special insights “guaranteed” to raise 
your score dramatically. The truth is that doing well on TOEFL hinges on two basic ideas: 

1) A real understanding of English, and 

2) Being familiar with the TOEFL. 


This book is mostly concerned with helping you understand TOEFL - preparing you for the 
various challenges you will face, and clearing up misconceptions about the test. 


The needs of each student can vary widely, but we have made a general plan that you should 
follow to maximize your chances for success. 


First, you should know what TOEFL is. Know the structure, duration, and types of questions 
so that you will not be surprised on the test day. This should be done well before you actually 
write the test — certainly more than a month before. If your English is solid, but you only need 
to familiarize yourself with TOEFL, then you will only need a few good study sessions to 
prepare yourself. However, if you need more extensive preparation, it will likely take time to 
make significant improvements. 


Determining how much preparation you need should be your second step. 
Second, take a diagnostic test to see where your strong points and weak points are. The 
result of this diagnostic test.will largely influence what you do next. If listening is your 


weakest score, concentrate on the Listening Section. Proceed accordingly if Structure or 
Reading is your weakest section. 
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This book provides some good structural ideas to greatly improve your essay’s potential in the 
Writing section, but on the whole, writing is a function of your other English abilities. 


4. On the Test Day 


What to bring to the test center: 

Read ETS’s TOEFL information bulletin carefully to make sure you have photo identification 
documents (passport, driver’s license, national identification card or military identification 
card) required where you are testing. You will also need to bring your confirmation number 
and, in case you are asked for it, your voucher. 


Otherwise, there is no need to bring anything. In fact, you are not allowed to enter with any 
sort of writing device or aid —- no pencils, pens, erasers, paper, calculators or anything else. 


What to expect: 
You should arrive at least 30 minutes early. If you arrive late, you may be denied entry. Better 
safe than sorry!

The test centers are designed to be as similar to each other as possible. When you first enter, 
you will need to have your identification checked. Then you will be assigned a seat (and given 
a room and seat number). 


You will need to complete a confidentiality agreement in order to take the test, promising not 
to pass on or reproduce the important, top-secret contents of the test. If you do not sign the 
agreement, you cannot take the test. | 


Finally, when it is time to enter the test room, you will have to sign in. In fact, you will have to 
provide your signature every time you enter or leave the test room. In addition, your picture 
will be taken and displayed at your testing station. When you sit down, make sure the correct 
photograph is on display. 


You will not be allowed to eat or drink anything, or even chew gum. 


The desk itself is simple, light brown wood veneer. Most of the space is taken up by the 
computer. The computer should be booted and all ready to use when you sit down. 


5. Score Evaluation and Concordance Table 


In the computer-adaptive TOEFL Sections — Listening and Structure — the first few questions 
are the most important in determining the overall level of difficulty of that section. Getting 
these first questions wrong would rapidly move you into a low level of difficulty and greatly 
lower the maximum score you could achieve. That is, getting the first three questions correct, 
then two wrong would probably give you a higher score than getting the first two wrong and 
the next three correct. Therefore it is important to spend some extra time on the first three or 
four questions and be extra-careful to make sure that you have answered them correctly. 


In the Reading Section, your score is based on your performance on the questions, the 
difficulty of the questions, and on the number of question you answer correctly.

Overview of the CBT Listening Section 


The computer-based TOEFL test has changed the listening portion of the test more than any other 
part. Understanding and preparing for these changes are important parts of doing well on the 
Listening Section. 


The most talked-about change is COMPUTER ADAPTIVITY. Unlike the old test, the new listening 
section is not a one-size-fits-all format. The TOEFL test now changes depending on how well you 
do. The more questions you answer correctly, the more difficult the test becomes; the more 
questions you answer incorrectly, the easier the test becomes. However, you also get a lot more 
points for getting difficult questions correct, so it is always to your advantage to do as well as 
possible, even if that means facing more challenging questions. 


There are now two parts in the Listening Section: 


Part A is made up of short dialogues, between 2 and 4 lines long, with a single question asked. 
Part B is made up of causal conversations, academic discussions, and academic lectures, 


A great many questions are no longer on the TOEFL test, or are on less frequently. The old PBT 
tests used to contain endless idioms and plays on words, especially in Part A. Those sorts of word 
“tricks” have been cut down in favor of more natural, “real” understanding. The dialogues tend to 
be slightly longer than before, and sound more like true conversations people would actually have 
in an American university situation. 


In spite of the rise of “real world” comprehension over tricks, most people actually find the CBT 
Listening Section harder than the old TOEFL. The level of English grammar and vocabulary has 
gotten more difficult, and the passages have grown longer. 


On the plus side, however, there can be fewer questions. There are 30-question and 49/50- 
question versions of the Listening Section. The 30-question test features 11 Part A questions and 
19 Part B questions. The 49/50-question test features 17 Part A questions and 32/33 Part B 
questions. On the PBT, there were usually 50 questions. If you have the longer Listening test, you 
will receive fewer questions in the Reading and Structure portions of the test. 


In the Listening Section of this book, we have broken the question types and other ideas into 26 
individual lessons. Each lesson is followed by 3-5 exercises to help you understand the concept, 
then a further 7-11 TOEFL-style questions for practice. There are also general review exercises 
after every several chapters to help reinforce the lessons, and mini-tests which are simplified 
versions including all the new item-types found on the actual CBT TOEFL. 


@ Style and Usage 


The CBT TOEFL Listening Section is less formal than the Reading or Structure Sections. The 
Short Dialogues and Casual Conversations are, naturally, the most informal, especially when 
they consist of conversations between two friends. Because they are classroom situations, the 
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Academic Discussions are a little more formal than the Casual Conversations; however, there is 

still room for a certain amount of idiomatic usage and “real” dialogue. The lectures are the most 
formal part of the Listening Section, but even here, in an Sa at realism, the speaking style 
has several informalities. 


The voices you hear are all fairly uniform in style, following what is commonly called a “standard 
American” dialect. What is the “standard American” dialect? Where is this standard dialect 
spoken? New York? Indiana? California? Texas? The truth is most of the voices are quite 
unnaturally devoid of character or regional characteristics, and sound like something you might 
hear on CNN or some other American news program. But this sound is considered neutral. 


@ Pictures 


All questions on the CBT TOEFL are accompanied by pictures of the speakers. For short 
dialogues and casual conversations, these pictures are just to help you visualize the setting, and 
.do not convey any important information you will be tested on. For example, you will not be 
asked about a speaker’s appearance or the classroom. 


However, in the academic discussions and lectures, you will also see pictures and graphics that 
relate to the material being discussed. Unlike the setting pictures, these pictures are VERY 
important, and are often the source of graphic questions. 


@ Sound 


TOEFL and many books claim that you can only adjust the volume at the beginning of the 
exercise, but at many testing centers, you can adjust the volume manually on the headphones 
at any time. 


@ Time 


You have about 15-25 minutes to answer the questions, depending on the number of questions 
asked. However, that time does NOT include the time when the speakers are talking. That time 
is ONLY the answering time. The total length of time it will take you to complete the Listening 
Section is probably 40-60 minutes. 


@ Tutorials 


Like all sections of the test, the Listening Section is preceded by some tutorials. However, the 
Listening section’s tutorial is more extensive and elaborate than the other sections, and you 
cannot skip it or speed it up. 


Remember: 
1. During the dialogue, you will be given photos and graphics to look at. 
2. After the dialogue, you will be given a question and several possible answer choices. The 
question will be spoken aloud, too. 
3. Click on the best possible answer. Then click, “Next.” 
4. Finally, click on “Confirm Answer.” The computer will then automatically begin the next 
question. 


Throughout this book, we will give you extra tips called “Take Care.” This features tips — things to do and traps to 


avoid. 
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Listening Strategies 


While there are a great many suggestions and ideas for doing well on the TOEFL, we have boiled it 
down to 5 basic strategies to remember and follow. 


Strategy 1: Know the test! 


+ 


The best way to be prepared for TOEFL is to know TOEFL. There is nothing as frustrating as 
coming across something new and unexpected in a high-stress situation as when taking the 
TOEFL. ; 


Strategy 2: Don’t be misied. 
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The computer-based TOEFL is not the same as the paper-based version. Many of the old 
questions, general strategies, and tricks no longer apply. Some common misunderstandings and 
out-of-date information include: 


1. Do not expect the old questions. Many types of questions that used to be standard on the old 
TOEFL are now barely used or not used at all. For example, because of the presence of 
pictures now, questions asking where a conversation is taking place or what a person’s job is 
rarely appear on the test any more — the picture makes these questions too obvious. 


(Note that while Part A pictures are not very important for understanding the nocetii TOEFL 
does not use wildly wrong pictures; for example, you would not see a oe of two women when 
a man and a woman are talking.) © 


2. Do not believe you should only “listen to the last line” of the short dialogues, as many books. 
suggest. Many of the questions, particularly Inference, Future action, and Comprehension, 
require information from the beginning of or the whole dialogue. In fact, many questions are 
designed to trick those people who over-rely on the last line. 


3. Do not expect the short dialogues to be as short as cae used to be. In the past, Part A Short 
Dialogues were dominated by brief 2-turn conversations. Now they can be 2-4 turns long, and 
each turn is usually longer than it used to be. This is all part of the effort to emphasize overall 
comprehension and realism. 


4. Do not race to finish the test. If you run out of time, random guessing in the last minute or so, 
just to finish the test, will not help your score. In fact, it could lower your score. 


5. You can no longer “look ahead” and guess at the content of the lecture from the possible 
answer choices given. You are not only shown one question at a time, but the question and 
answer choices also appear only after the dialogue is finished. 


6. TOEFL and many books claim that you can only adjust the volume at the beginning of the 


exercise; however, at many testing centers, you can adjust the volume manually on the 
headphones at any time. 
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Strategy 3: Pace yourself. 


Because of the computer adaptivity, the first 3-4 questions on the TOEFL are the most important. 
Take a little longer to do your best on these questions. The first few questions have the greatest 
effect on the overall level of difficulty of the listening section. And the more difficult the questions, 
the better score you can receive. So getting the best possible score depends on doing well at the 
very beginning most of all. 


As the test goes on, however, keep an eye on the time. Because the number of questions varies 
from test to test, the amount of time also varies from 15 to 25 minutes. However, on the CBT, 
only the time you spend answering the questions counts. The time spent listening to the 
dialogues and lectures does not count against the amount of time you are given. All told, it will 
take between about 40 and 60 minutes to complete the Listening portion of the test. 


. Strategy 4: Use elimination. 


If you are not certain of an answer, try eliminating as many wrong answers as possible. By 
eliminating only one or two wrong choices, you can greatly increase your odds of guessing 
correctly. (We will be offering tips on eliminating wrong answers throughout the Listening 
Section.) Remember, you can no longer skip questions or change your answers later. You must 
answer every question, and you only have one chance to get it right. 


Strategy 5: Double-check your answer. 


Always double-check your answer before clicking “Confirm.” Unlike the paper-based test, you 
cannot go back and change any answers on the CBT. Make sure you understood the question 
and you are as certain as you can be of the answer.

(All percentages are approximate, but they give you a good idea of what to expect.)

Any answer that uses the SAME words as the dialogue can usually be eliminated. Of your four options, TOEFL is most 


The correct answer will usually be a re-wording 
of the dialogue, conveying the same meaning but in DIFFERENT words. Certainly if you do not understand a dialogue 
and have to guess, eliminate any answer that is too similar to the dialogue. 
In the next 2 chapters, \ we will explore the different question types for short conversations first, 
followed by the Diverters. 
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1. Implication Questions 





In this sort of question, the speaker makes his/her point INDIRECTLY. Instead of answering a 
question “yes” or “no,” the speaker gives an opinion or adds information that in effect answers 
the questions. 


Example 
(Man) Are you going to eat that donut? 
(Woman) I already ate too many! 


The woman did not answer, “No, I will not eat that donut.” But she did indicate a negative 
attitude towards the question. “Too” is usually used to indicate dissatisfaction. Because the 
woman ate a lot of donuts, she is full or tired of them, so it is logical to conclude that she does 
not want to eat any more. 


There are a couple of different ways implication questions can be asked, such as: 


What is the man implying? 
What does the woman imply?

2. Meaning Questions 


These questions are most reliant on the Diverters (although Diverters can be found in almost 
any Part A question). Meaning can be obscured by many different methods and diverters, such 
as idioms, negatives, conditional verbs, similar sounding words, and difficult vocabulary.

Example 
(Woman)  How’s your science lab coming along? 
(Man) I finally had that breakthrough I’ve been waiting for. 


There are several multi-word verbs and idioms here that could confuse a listener. The woman 
asks how his lab, or experiment, is “coming along” — she is asking about his progress on his 
experiment. The man uses the compound word, “breakthrough,” meaning a major advance or 
discovery. Other potential diverters here are the adverb, “finally,” and the verb “waiting for.”

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4. Inference Questions

understand more than just the individual words and grammar for this type of question; you 
must understand the greater ideas, the whole of the conversation. 


Example 
(Man) Do you think I could have more time to work on my biology experiment? 
(Woman) Now, Tim, everyone else handed in their major research projects before the 


deadline. 


There are many things you could infer from this dialogue that were not explicitly said. The 
woman is most likely a professor, and the man one of her students. He is also most likely a 
biology major. And he already missed the deadline to hand in the project. 


Remember, to IMPLY something is to say something indirectly, without explicitly stating it. To INFER something is to 
make an indirect conclusion about what someone else says or does. They are two sides of the same thing. For 


example, if you ask me to go to the store, and | say, “I’m watching television,” | am IMPLYING | will not go, and you 
should INFER | will not go.

Several possible future actions were mentioned — going to the library, talking to Dawn, going to 
class, and going to the student union building. Since he wanted to go to the library in order to 
talk to Dawn, and Dawn is no longer there, that choice is unlikely. He indicated that talking to 
Dawn before class was also important. So, most likely, he will go to the student union building 
next, in order to talk to Dawn. 


Different questions are possible, too. Sometimes you will be asked for someone’s future action, 
but sometimes you will be asked for what someone will do next — in that case, being able to 
order events will be an important skill.

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7. Assumption Questions 


This kind of question is similar to the implication question: it also asks for unstated meaning. 
But the Assumption Question involves surprise, where one of the speakers discovers something 
unexpected to be true. This form of question is much less common. 

As a rule, the emphasized part of a sentence is the assumption. When speakers emphasize 
something, it means they originally thought something different than the emphasized part. An 
example of a common sentence pattern for an assumption is: 


So Bob did go to the new action movie after all! 


Use of the emphatic (“did go,” as opposed to the simple past tense, “went”) stresses the verb. 
Tone is also important. In this example, the speaker assumed that Bob did not go to the movie. 
In addition, “after all” is an expression commonly used for assumptions; it shows the actual 
result is contrary to what a person originally thought. 


There are a couple of other possible patterns for an assumption. You can emphasize the person 
performing the act (Bob): 


So it was Bob who went to the new action movie after all. 


This shows that the speaker assumed someone else, not Bob, had gone to the movie. 


Or you can emphasize what the person did. 
So Bob went to the new action movie after all. 
So Bob went to the new action movie after all. 





These show that the speaker assumed Bob went to a different movie than he actually did. The 
speaker did know Bob went to a movie, but not which one. But in the first example, the speaker 
thought it was an older action movie, not a new one. In the second example, the speaker 
thought Bob went to a different kind of movie than an action movie (maybe a romance or a 
comedy). 

But on TOEFL, the first pattern is definitely the most common. And, fortunately, it is also the 
easiest to understand.

1. Similar Sounds 


The most common method of diverting and confusing the listener is by using words and 
expressions that sound very similar (or exactly the same!) but have very different meanings. 
Some examples of confusing sounds might be: 


going to — go into try it — trite reflex — reflects < 
your — you're him - hymn hate — ate 
they’re — there — their new - knew - gnu hear — here — ear 


better — bitter — butter — batter 


Numbers are a common example of this problem, and they often turn up on the TOEFL exam: 


fourteen — forty fifteen — fifty sixteen — sixty 
one — won two - to — too four — for 
eight — ate nine — mine 


Some languages do distinguish the short i, “i,” sound and “ee.” Other languages do not have a 
difference between “see” and “shee.” Some have a combination of other sound problems: 


sit — seat — sheet hit — heat seaside — she sighed 
haul — howl Mary — marry — merry 


Since almost all languages have a different set of available sounds, the range of potential 
confusion sounds is nearly endless. Some other confusing sounds include: 


ta — tha pa-—ba fa-—va 

wa -va chia - za sh - sch 
Further confusing things is the great number of ways of making sounds in English. English has 
44 basic sounds, but there are over 400 ways of producing those sounds through various letter 
combinations. ’ 


Names are another source of potential confusion. Many names are homonyms for adjectives. 
“Frank” can be a name or an adjective meaning “honest and direct.” Many names can also be 
colors — Violet and Rose are women’s first names, while Green, White, Black, Gray and Brown 
can all be last names. Fortunately for you, TOEFL only uses traditional English-derived names, 
and does not include an ethnically diverse, international sampling of names. 


Another major source of confusion is when sounds elide — that is, when the sound of one word 
slides into the next word. The most common case is when one word ends in a consonant, but 
the next word begins with a vowel. 


Why do it? — Wide to it. Hit in — hidden Catch up —- ketchup 


Similarly, when the same sound ends one word and begins the next word, the sound is only 
heard one time and can be confusing: 


Get two He’s sore Thin neck 
Don’t talk Bus stop Dan never reads

Transitive verbs can be changed into the 
passive mood. Intransitive verbs cannot take an object and cannot be changed into the passive.

7. Vocabulary (idioms, multi-word verbs) 


One of the most basic methods TOEFL uses to confuse the listener is vocabulary difficulty. It is 
difficult to listen to a word when you do not know what that word means. Most of the words and 
expressions you hear on the test are the sorts of things you would hear as a first-year student, 
and, in general, the test does feature more difficult vocabulary than it used to. 


Vocabulary can be divided into three categories — difficult words, multi-word verbs, and idioms. 


Difficult words: 
Because English has such a large working vocabulary, just knowing the basic words can be 
difficult. There are also many specialized terms one hears in the university setting. 


Often, there are two (or more) words with the same meaning — one with a Germanic origin, and 
one with a French or Latin origin. As a general rule, the more formal or scientific choice (and, 
therefore, the choice more likely in an academic setting) will be the French- or Latin-derived 
word. Think about the following examples: 


to begin — to commence speed — velocity 
to hope — to anticipate sad — despondent 
to guess — to estimate friendly — amiable 


Similarly, FORM can be a difficult trick. For example, -ing verbs and verbs in the infinitive form 
are usually the same in meaning, but not always. 


He stopped to eat. > He stopped what he was doing in order to eat. 
He stopped eating. > He is not eating now. 

Active > Doing many things 

Activate > To begin doing something 

Flammable > Able to burst into flame 

Inflammable > Able to burst into flame 


Note that, while usually adding “in-” to an adjective reverses its meaning, for “flammable,” that 
is not the case. 


Multi-word Verbs: 


TOEFL is also very fond of using multi-word verbs (or compound verbs). These are often short, 
simple verbs that combine with prepositions to form new meanings. For example: 
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to break — to destroy 
to break down - to collapse (physically or mentally) 


to break up — 


to end (marriage, dating, or a nation) 


to break in — to steal 
to break off — to sever (a piece) 
to break out — to escape 


And the verb can be combined with prepositions to form a noun: 


Breakaway — a stampede or sudden separation from a group 
Breakthrough — a sudden advance (as in science) 


Idioms: 


TOEFL does not test idioms as relentlessly as it used to, but there are still many on the test. 
Most common are the simple, everyday idioms that people use in basic conversation. 


Because the meanings of idioms bear little or no resemblance to the words’ literal meanings, the 
listener generally must know the idiom in order to understand it. Sometimes, the context may 
provide clues to the meaning. Just as you should avoid answers that are too similar in wording 
to the original dialogue, so you should be careful of answers that are too literal.

Do not put a lot of energy into studying long lists of obscure or out-of-date idioms. None of the speakers on the TOEFL 
test will use such clunkers as “a stitch in time saves nine,” “many hands make light the work,” or the like. Instead, 
emphasize commons words and short expressions that are used idiomatically, like “hang out” or “messing around.”

One of the more difficult parts of Part A - Short Dialogues is keeping track of all the actors and 
actions in the passages. Frequently names will only be mentioned once, and thereafter pronouns 
are used instead — he, she, it, you, I, him, her, me, etc. 


Pronouns in English are usually governed by two ideas (not strong enough to be ‘rules”): 

1) A pronoun usually refers to the most recent appropriate noun. 

2) A pronoun usually refers to a dominant subject. 
Unfortunately, those two ideas can contradict each other, so you have to be aware of context 
and other nuances. 


Example 
(Man) Steve called me to say Dave was going to be late. 
(Woman) That was nice of him. 


The woman here is referring to Steve, not Dave. Steve is the dominant subject in this 
dialogue and, more importantly, it would not make sense to say Dave was “nice” to be late.

' This time the “he” refers to Dave. The dialogue would not make much sense referring to 
Steve’s lateness.

P= B is made up of a series of longer passages — a combination of longer conversations, 
academic discussions or seminars, and academic lectures. 


Depending on your particular test, you could have either 19 or 33 Part B questions. Since there are 
about 2-6 questions for each listening passage, you will have between 6 and 9 listening passages 
total. There is no order in which to expect the conversations, seminars, and lectures. Expect to 
hear more than one of each type of passage. 


There are few tricks like those in Part A. Instead, the questions are more based on content and 
overall comprehension. The passages are also longer, presenting much more information to 
understand and keep track of. 


In the academic discussions and lectures, the CBT takes advantage of the computer and 
incorporates different kinds of questions such as multiple-answer questions with 2 answers, 
matching questions, ordering questions, and picture answers. In all of these new styles of 
questions, TOEFL will clearly identify what kind of question is presented. An Ordering question will 
always clearly be an Ordering question; a Matching question will always be clearly a Matching 
question. 


In spite of these new types of questions, the overwhelming emphasis is on basic comprehension. 
Because they differ greatly, Casual Conversations and Academic Discussions and Lectures will be 
discussed separately. 


Casual Conversations/Longer Conversations 


For each of the casual conversations / longer conversations in the listening section of the TOEFL 
Computer-Based Test, you will see context-setting visuals as you listen to a ten- to fifteen-line 
conversation between two speakers. The casual conversations/longer conversations might be 
between two students, a student and a professor, or a student and a university administrator. 
After you see the visual and listen to the conversation, you will see a series of two to three 
questions and the four choices for each question on the computer screen. 


Academic Discussions/Seminars 


For each of the academic discussions/seminars which are added in the new format of the 
TOEFL Computer-Based Test, you will see a series of context-setting visuals as you hear a 120- 
to 150-second discussion (roughly 250-350 words) by two to five speakers. The academic 
discussions are between students and a professor. After you see the visuals and listen to the 
discussion, you will hear a series of three to six questions as you see each question and its 
answer choices on the computer screen. 


Various types of questions are possible in this part of the test. Some of these types of questions 
may follow a discussion: 


(IVA multiple choice question with one correct answer 
(2) A multiple choice question with two correct answers

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Academic Lectures

asual Conversations are, in form, basically the same as the short dialogues of Part A. The 

biggest difference is that Casual Conversations are longer. Where Short Dialogues were 2-4 
lines long, Part B Casual Conversations are over 7 lines long — sometimes brief, but other times 
lasting for up to a couple of minutes. After hearing the conversation, you will hear 2-3 questions 
about the listening passage. Usually, you will hear one Context question, one Detail question, and 
one Future Action question. 


The distinctive part of Casual Conversations is their straightforwardness. Unlike Part A questions, 
Casual Conversations do not use a lot of tricks and diverters. Unlike the other Part B questions, 
Casual Conversations do not use graphics or other elaborate questioning devices. Casual 
Conversations are mostly longer comprehension exercises. 


Question Types for Casual Conversations 
1. Context/Comprehension 


Most Casual Conversations begin with at least one question about the general context of the 
dialogue — that is, the reason the speakers are talking. These questions might be about one of 
the speakers, a problem, or a special event:

@ Narrator Introduction 


The talk begins with one or two sentences that inform the test-taker of what class the following 
segment will be in. This is where you find out if you will be hearing a lecture or a discussion. It 
may also tell you what topic the professor is talking about. For lectures, pay particular attention 
to the portion of the lecture that is being discussed — usually the talk is a “mini-lecture,” but 
sometimes you might hear the beginning or end of a longer lecture.

Listen to the end of a lecture given by a professor of geology.

@ Subject Chalkboard

they usually reinforce information that will be included in the questions that follow. 


@ Picture of the Classroom 
The talk begins with a picture of the general setting in order to help you get oriented. If it is a 


lecture, you will have a picture of a professor lecturing. If it is an academic discussion, you will 
get a picture of a small classroom with the professor surrounded by students. 


@ Graphics and Visual Aids 


Lectures and discussions usually have some sort of visual aspect to them. In addition to the 
chalkboard, there can also be diagrams, photos, maps, and charts. These can be very useful 
because it is easier to remember something you hear when you have visual reinforcement, and 
it is likely one or more of the questions will be based on some of the graphics or visual aids. 


@ Subject Categories 
Lecture and discussion subjects can be classified into three general categories: Physical and Life 
Science, Arts and Humanities, and Social Science. The difficulty level is similar to what a 
student encounters in the introductory courses of the first year of college. The lectures are a little 
more abstract and difficult than at the high school level, and require the student to do some 
_processing of information, instead of mérely rote memorization. Topics found in more advanced 
university courses, however, are not included in the CBT TOEFL. 


Remember, this is a LISTENING test, not a test of general knowledge, and the questions are 
generally written in such a way as to minimize the effects of knowing the subjects well or poorly. 
However, if you are able to use your knowledge to help you out, do so. For example, if a question 
asks you what city is the capital of California, and the choices are Los Angeles, San Francisco, 
Sacramento, and San Diego, you can use your knowledge of geography to choose “Sacramento.” 
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A. Physical and Life Science 


These kinds of questions are now the most common type on the CBT TOEFL. Possible subjects 
include physics, biology, astronomy, psychology, and chemistry. The science is fairly elementary, 
and you should not find it difficult to understand on a technical level. 


There is a fair amount of APPLIED science, too. So a lecturer is likely to talk about how a science 
can be used in real life to have practical effects. 


B. Arts and Humanities 


This is the second-most common subject type in the CBT TOEFL and includes subjects such as 
history, literature, music, and fine arts. Any lectures relating to the arts and humanities will 
exclusively be related to North America — usually the United States, but sometimes Canada or 
Central America. However, even if an art, music, literary, or dance style did not originate in 
North America, if it is prevalent in the United States, then it might be included in the CBT 
TOEFL. Similarly, if an artist, musician, writer, or dancer was born in North America, but spent 
a great portion of his or her life outside North America, he or she can also be included as a 
subject. 

In addition, topics in the Arts and Humanities lectures and discussions tend not to be very 
contemporary. Topics like heavy metal music or hip-hop are highly unlikely compared to jazz or 
19th century music; cutting edge artists are less likely than Impressionists or other established 
figures. 


Lectures about U.S. history tend to focus on the time between the Revolutionary War and the 
Civil War, with the occasional topic from the colonial period, too. However, recent TOEFL tests 
have included topics as recent as President Franklin D. Roosevelt’s New Deal of the 1930s. 


C. Social Sciences 


This is the least frequent type of lecture in the CBT TOEFL. The Social Science lecture type deals 
with how people function and interact, and includes subjects such as anthropology, geography, 
political science, urban studies and sociology. Of the different aspects of Social Science, Native 
American Indians and American geography are the two most common topics. 


_ One of the most difficult parts of this section is simply remembering all the information, especially with the longer dialogues. 
You are NOT allowed to take notes, making this all the harder. And unrealistic — can you imagine not being allowed to take 
notes in a university class? Of course not. 
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Question Types for Academic Discussions /Lectures 


1. Main Topic 


The first question is nearly always a general question about the topic of the listening segment. 
This requires a broad understanding of the whole segment. The most important part here is to 
choose an answer that is not too general or too specific. ‘ 


Usually, it should be clear early in the lecture or discussion what the topic is. These academic 
listening passages are too short to change topics in the middle. 


There are several ways a question can be asked, including: 


1) Main topic 
This kind of question requires the listener to determine what is the major subject discussed 
during the lecture. 


2) Main idea 
This question requires the listener to determine an opinion or theory about the listening 
passage. It is not enough to identify the topic; the listener must also understand what the 
speaker was saying about the topic. 


3) Attitude 
This is more abstract than a Main Idea question. The listener must identify the speaker’s 
feeling towards a subject — positive, negative, content, anxious, etc. 

4) Title 
This is a slightly different way of asking the same question as the Main Idea, only the idea will 
be phrased like the title of a chapter of a book. 


For example, a Main Topic of a lecture might be “Newspapers in the American Revolution.” A 
Main Idea could be “Newspapers were necessary in developing the idea of American 
independence.” The attitude of the professor towards newspapers could be “positive.” And a 
possible title might be “How Newspapers Created the Idea of America.”

Sometimes at the beginning, there might be one or two lines of MISINFORMATION — comments about a previous lecture, a 
different opinion, or other digressions. As usual, do not simply choose an answer based on a couple of words or phrases 
you remember. Look for paraphrases (not word-for-word repetition) and think about the context of what you just heard. 
Make sure your answer choice reflects the OVERALL listening passage.

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6. Ordering 


In an Ordering question, you will be given 4-5 answers (words, phrases, or full sentences), and 
4-5 empty boxes. Sometimes one of those answers will be filled in for you (usually the first or 
last option). You must rearrange the remaining four choices into the correct order. 


There are many different kinds of orders you could be asked for. You might be asked to arrange 
the phrases chronologically, according to when each event happened. You might be asked to 
arrange them according to size, weight, or other physical characteristic. You might also be asked 
for a more abstract organizing scheme, like “complexity.” 


It helps if you can recognize a potential Ordering question while listening to the academic 
passage. Although not always, sometimes the speaker clearly describes an order. For example, 
when talking about the atmosphere, the speaker might say: 


There are four different layers in the atmosphere, going from the troposphere at the earth’s 
surface, outwards to the stratosphere, the mesosphere, and at the edges of space, the 
thermosphere. 

Therefore the atmosphere could be ordered — troposphere, stratosphere, mesosphere, 
thermosphere — going from the earth’s crust outwards. 


Other times, however, the steps will not be so clearly outlined. The passage might be the history 
‘of a person or event, with different dates and stages scattered throughout the listening passage. 


The first step you should take is to review the answer choices, looking for relationships you can 
recognize. Every sequence of events or characteristics you recognize greatly improves your 
chances of guessing the rest correctly. *

If you do not understand an Ordering question, it is very difficult to guess blindly. Ordering questions have three spaces to fill 
in, creating 1/6 odds of guessing correctly.

The final type of new question that you might face on your test is the graphic question - a 
question which uses visual images. 


TOEFL will not present you with a new graphic that you did not see during the lecture, so you 
do not need to worry about any surprises. But when you do see graphics during the lecture, that 
is a sign that you should pay extra attention to the information being presented at that time. 
Fortunately, it is easier to remember something with visual images to reinforce the audio, so in 
some ways, graphic questions can be easier than others. 


1) One graphic with letters: 
You must identify a particular part of a graphic.

Structure 


Overview of the CBT Structure Section 


The CBT TOEFL Structure Section measures your knowledge of the structure of standard written 
English. In this section, the language and subject matter are more formal than the everyday 
language used in the Listening Section. Topics in the Structure Section often involve academic 
subjects including the natural sciences (such as biology or physics), the social sciences (such as 
sociology or psychology), or the humanities (such as literature or art). To answer these items 
correctly, you need not know about the subjects being discussed. 


@ Number of Questions 
The Structure Section may involve between 20 and 25 questions. You will have 15 to 20 
minutes to answer all the questions. 


@ Computer-adaptive Testing and Scoring 
The Structure Section is computer-adaptive. Computer-adaptive testing requires you to 
answer every question in the order it is presented. You must answer all the questions in this 
section. You may not skip a question and go back. On the basis of your previous answer, the 
computer selects the next question from a large list of available questions. , 
Your score on a computer-adaptive test depends on the level of difficulty of questions in relation to your 
overall performance at that point in the test.

The Structure Section involves two types of questions. 
@ Type 1: Sentence-completion Questions 
Each question in this category involves four words or phrases. You must select the particular 


word or phrase that best completes the sentence. About 40 percent of all questions are of this 
kind.

Structure Strategies 
@ How to Study for the CBT Structure 


Strategy #1: Study grammar for TOEFL. 
TOEFL does not test your knowledge of all English grammar, so you need not study 
unnecessary material which is not covered on TOEFL, such as the difference between might 
and could. Also, TOEFL questions may be classified according to patterns or categories. To 
prepare for TOEFL, study the patterns of TOEFL grammar in particular, not English 
grammar in general. 


Strategy #2: Concentrate on difficult questions. 
It pays to concentrate on studying difficult questions, because scoring of computer-adaptive 
depends on the level of difficulty of questions. First, find patterns classified as difficult. 
Then, practice questions on that level of difficulty. 


@ Taking the Test 


Strategy #1: Use time carefully. 
On the computer-adaptive TOEFL, the first 3-4 questions are the most.important. Spend a 
little extra time on these questions to do your best. These first questions do most to 
determine the overall level of difficulty of the structure section. They also affect your score, 
because the more difficult the questions, the higher score you can make. That is why doing 
well on the first few questions is most important to getting the highest possible score. 


Do not spend too much time, however, on the first few questions. Allocate your time 
carefully during the test. Also, because the number of questions differs from one test to 


another, the amount of time varies from 15 to 20 minutes.

Strategy #2: Eliminate wrong answers first. 
When you do not know the correct answer to a question, it may help first to eliminate any 
answer choices that are clearly incorrect before answering. Eliminating even one or two 
incorrect choices can increase greatly your odds of making a correct guess. 


Strategy #3: Remember, goals differ. 
In questions of the sentence-completion variety, you must choose one correct answer to 


complete the sentence. In questions of the error-identification type, on the other hand, you 
must look for the wrong answer.

bout 30-40 percent of the sentence completion-type questions on TOEFL require you to 
supply missing clause elements, including subjects, verbs, objects, and complements. 
You need a basic knowledge of sentence structure to answer such questions on TOEFL. 


1. Sentences 


Sentence construction is based on units smaller than the sentence itself. These smaller units 
include those known by the terms - clause, phrase, and word.

All three kinds of subordinate clauses occur in TOEFL and are discussed in Chapter 2. This 
chapter, however, emphasizes basic elements of independent clauses. 


2. Independent (Main) Clauses 


Independent clauses consist of at least one subject and one finite verb, and can function as a 
main clause. 


Betty made some fresh coffee. 
Every sentence must have at least one independent clause. 


There are two categories for components of clauses: functional and formal. The first category is 
a “functional” category based on the components’ functions in clauses. The functional category 
involves the “basic elements” of clauses, namely subject, verb, complement, and object.

(2) Clause types 
The main verb does most to determine what form the rest of the structure will have. 
Different categories of verbs require different complementation to complete the verb’s 
meaning, or sometimes no complementation at all. Examples of five clause types are given

3. Phrases : 


The second, “formal” category is based on form. In this category are verb phrases, noun 
phrases, adjective phrases, adverb phrases, and prepositional phrases.

(1) Verb phrases (see Chapter 7) 


Verb phrases involve a main verb which either constitutes the entire verb phrase or follow 
an auxiliary. The verb phrases serve as the verb elements in a clause and are the most 
important part of the clause. 


Bob plays the trumpet. 
The game has been canceled. 
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(2) Noun phrases (see Chapter 5) 
Noun phrases are made up of a noun and elements which either modify the noun or 
complement some other element of the phrase. Noun phrases may serve as subjects, 
objects, or complements of the clause. 


« My father enjoys watching football. 
The park contains some magnificent redwood trees. 
He became a famous surgeon. 


(3) Adjective phrases (see Chapter 6) 
Adjective phrases include an adjective, optionally preceded and followed by modifying 
elements. Adjective phrases may function as complements and modifiers. 


The novel was extremely long. 
Most people consider those cars extravagant indeed. 
She has a hat familiar to me. 


(4) Adverb phrases 
Adverb phrases are similar to adjective phrases in their structure, except that they have an 
adverb instead of an adjective. Adverb phrases may serve as adverbials. 


He would never have done such a thing. + 
I see them quite frequently. 


Adverb phrases are not common in TOEFL, and so are not given an independent chapter in 
this book. However, infinitive phrases, participial phrases, and prepositional phrases, 
which function as adverb phrases, are covered in other chapters. 


(5) Prepositional phrases (see Chapter 4) 
Prepositional phrases may be defined as prepositions followed by their objects, which in 
most cases are noun phrases. Prepositional phrases may serve as adjective or adverb 
phrases. 


The rise of the United States challenged the power of the British Empire. 
It is of no importance. 
There used to be a lake on the island. 


cf) Gerund, infinitive, and participial phrases may serve as clause elements (such as subjects, 
objects, and complements) like noun phrases, or function like adjective or adverb phrases. 
Such phrases may be considered clauses because their internal structure includes the 
same functional elements found in finite clauses.

Moreover, the phrases act in the manner of subordinate clauses. For example, the following 
infinitive structure acts like a noun clause, a kind of subordinate clause. 


For him to do nothing in this situation is out of the question. 
That he should do nothing in this situation is out of the question. 
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This is why gerund, infinitive, and participial phrases differ from other phrases such as 
noun phrases and verb phrases. This book, however, treats gerund, infinitive, and 
participial phrases as phrases, not clauses. 


4. Words

speech.

1. Level of Difficulty: E-E 
2. The missing verb may be a single verb, or a verb-adverb or auxiliary-verb combination. The 
answer may consist of a verb and its object. 
3. In most questions of this kind, choices include a verbal or an adjective clause marker + verb 
as a diverter. Remember that every sentence must include at least one independent clause. 
4. Because passive and active verbs both may occur in choices, be careful when selecting a 
“finite verb. The missing verb is probably active if the blank precedes a noun phrase.

Complements 


A complement explains or describes the referent of the clause element to which it applies. 

A subjective complement applies to the subject, whereas the objective complement applies to the 
object. As mentioned earlier, the verb determines clause types, such as SVC, SVO, and SVOC: 
Linking verbs such as appear, be, become, and hear precede a subjective complement. Certain 
transitive verbs such as consider, choose, find, and make precede an object and objective 
complement. 


Type SVC: The county became an incorporated city. [Subjective Complement] 
Type SVOC: People consider Picasso a genius. [Objective Complement]

OEFL tests always include questions about subordinate clauses: that is, adverb, adjective, 
and noun clauses. These questions may take the form of sentence completion or error. 
identification. Questions about adjective clauses occur most frequently of these three types. 


As described in the previous chapter, subordinate clauses have three types. According to their 
potential functions, we divide subordinate clauses into the following major categories: noun, 
adverb, and adjective. 


Noun Clauses 


Noun clauses have functions approximately like those of noun phrases: subject, object, 
complement, and prepositional object. 


ra 


Subject That we need better organization has become clear. 
Object I wonder if you can assist me. 

Complement The question is who will be our candidate. 
Prepositional object The future depends on what we do today. 


Noun clauses begin with noun clause markers such as that, wh-words, if, or whether. 


I saw that he had a deep suntan. 

How well you perform depends on how hard you work. [wh-interrogative clauses] 
He tasted what I bought. [nominal relative clause*] 

They did not say whether or not they will return today. 


*Nominal relative clauses, like wh-interrogative clauses, are introduced by a wh-element. In 
effect, a nominal relative clause is a noun phrase modified by a relative clause. The only 
difference is that the wh-element in a nominal relative clause merges with its antecedent (the 
phrase to which the wh-element refers). 


She understood what I said. 
She understood that which I said. 


Some noun clauses introduced by wh-words may be reduced to wh-word + infinitive. 


In a command economy, the government tells industries what they should produce. [Noun clause] 
+ In a command economy, the government tells industries what to produce. [Infinitive Phrase] 
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The noun clause marker or the whole noun clause may be missing in TOEFL questions. Most 


questions involve a noun clause used as an object of a verb or preposition. 


Questions involving noun clauses are not treated as a separate pattern, because a noun clause 
may serve as a subject (Pattern 1), complement (Pattern 4), object (Pattern 5), or prepositional 
object (Pattern 18). 


Adverb Clauses 


Adverb clauses function as adverbials and include an adverb clause marker (subordinating 
conjunction) together with at least a subject and verb. 


The demand for electricity increases when hot weather encourages use of air conditioning. 
The clause may precede or follow the main clause. A comma is used to separate the main clause 
from the adverb clause when the adverb clause comes first. 


When hot weather encourages use of air conditioning, the demand for electricity increases. 


Adjective Clauses 


Adjective clauses may join two sentences. The adjective clause in the resulting joined sentence 
describes or modifies a noun in another clause within the sentence. Thus, the adjective clause is 
also a subordinate clause like an adverb clause or noun clause. 


1. How an adjective clause is made 


The vase was very old. Ms. Wilson bought it. 
= The vase which Ms. Wilson bought was very old. 


In the joined sentence, the adjective clause marker replaces it, the object of the verb, bought. 
Notice that including the pronoun it in the joined sentence is an error. 

The vase which Ms. Wilson bought it was very old. (incorrect) 
As all clauses do, an adjective clause must include a subject and verb. Sometimes the 
adjective clause marker is the subject. 

I found a book. It is 100 years old. 

» I found a book which is 100 years old. 


In the joined sentence, the adjective clause marker which replaces it, the subject of the 
second sentence, and the marker itself serves as the subject of the adjective clause. 


2. Restrictive or nonrestrictive 


Adjective clauses may be either restrictive or nonrestrictive. Restrictive clauses supply 
information that is required to identify the noun. 


Weeds that appear in gardens should be removed before other plants suffer. [Restrictive] 
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Nonrestrictive clauses provide additional information. These clauses are set apart by commas, 
whereas restrictive clauses are not. 


My house, which is very small, needs repairs. [Nonrestrictive]

Verbals involve gerunds, infinitives, and participles. Although derived from verbs, verbals serve as 
adjectives, adverbs, or nouns. The verbals may take objects, complements, and modifiers to form 
phrases, including gerund, infinitive, and participial phrases. These phrases may function as 
noun, adjective, or adverb phrases. 


1. Function 


(1) Gerund and infinitive phrases may function as clause elements, as noun phrases do. 


Subject Getting all As is my goal. 
To do nothing in this situation is out of the question. 


Object She likes to sing. 
He enjoys playing basketball. 


Complement The best plan is to write a sympathetic letter to her. 
His first job was repairing computers. 


Gerund and infinitive phrases serving as clause elements in this manner are covered in 
Chapter 1. 


cf) Gerund phrases, but not infinitive phrases, may serve as prepositional objects. 
We are thinking of hiring someone to cut down a tree. 


Pattern 18 in Chapter 4 discusses this structure. 


(2) Infinitive and participial phrases may function as a modifier, as adjective phrases do. 


This is a good way to find a new job. 
The woman wearing a gray dress is my mother. 
A book written by my professor was published this month. 


(3) Infinitive and participial phrases serve as an adverbial, as adverb phrases do. 


She studied hard to get an A. 
I came home to find all the windows open. 


Not wanting to spend too much money, they stayed at an inexpensive hotel. 
Having been asked to help, we could hardly say no.

I was glad to have made you happy. (The tense of to have made - Past perfect) 

He is proud of being able to help other people. (The tense of being — Present) 

We regret having made such a big mistake. (The tense of having made - Past) 

They sat on the beach watching the tide come in. (The tense of watching — Past continuous) 
Having read the magazine, I put it back on the shelf. (The tense of having read - Past perfect) 


The perfect form (having/ to have + past participle) indicates that the action of the verbals 
occurred before that of the principal verb. 


cf) Verbal nouns are close to nouns, with little of their verb nature. They are modified by 
articles, possessives, and adjectives. However, they do not take their objects, although they 
are transitive verbs. Besides, they are not modified by adverbs. 


The writing of the book was difficult. (verbal noun) 
Writing the book was difficult. (gerund)

Participial phrases consist of a participle and its objects and modifiers. Most participial phrases are 
used to reduce clauses (see Chapter 2). 


1. Participial Ph'ases as Reduced Adjective Clauses

(2) Past participles 
Past participles reduce adjective clauses that contain passive verbs. 


The War between the States, which was begun in 1861, lasted four years. 
> The War between the States, begun in 1861, lasted four years. 


In this case, the participial phrase, begun in 1881, describes the noun phrase, The War 
between the States. 


2. Participial Phrases as Reduced Adverb Clauses 


Adverb clauses may be reduced to participial phrases. As Chapter 2 mentioned, the adverb 
clause marker usually remains in the reduced form, but in some cases the marker may be 
omitted. This pattern covers the participial phrase without the marker. 


(1) Present participles 
Present participles reduce adverb clauses containing active verbs. 


When astronauts fly outside the atmosphere, they are exposed to harsh radiation. 
~ Flying outside the atmosphere, astronauts are exposed to harsh radiation. 


(2) Past participles 
Past participles reduce adverb clauses that contain passive verbs. 
Although it was damaged, the house was still standing. 
~> Damaged, the house was still standing. 
cf) Absolute phrases 


When the subject of an adverb clause differs from that of a main clause, the unlike subject 
‘must precede the participial phrase. The participial phrase is known as an absolute phrase 
when it includes an overt subject but is not introduced by a conjunction. 


He will visit relatives in Montreal, if time permits. 
~> He will visit relatives in Montreal, time pemnitting.

Most pronouns function as noun phrases rather than as nouns. Possessive forms or 
demonstratives function as determiners, components of noun phrases.

(3) Articles % 
Articles act as determiners, components of noun phrases. 


[The tall girl] is my sister. 
She bought [a book]. 


(4) Appositives 
An appositive phrase may be defined as a noun phrase that rephrases or explains another 
noun phrase. 
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[Anna, my youngest sister], was here this afternoon. 
[Plankton, very small marine organisms,] support other life in the ocean.

As mentioned above, nouns, pronouns, articles, and appositives are components of noun 
phrases. This is the reason why they are treated in this chapter. 


Nouns 


Nouns are names of persons, things, and places. The two types of nouns are proper nouns and 
common nouns. 


1. Proper Nouns 


Proper nouns refer to specific persons, places, or things. Most of them are unique. (Examples are 
Mark Twain and Grand Canyon.) Proper nouns are never the focus of TOEFL questions. 


2. Common Nouns 


Common nouns refer to people, places, or things but are not the names of particular individuals 
or locations. (Examples are cat, bravery, arm, apple, and coffee.) Common nouns occur in two 
categories: countable nouns and non-countable nouns. 


(1) Countable nouns 


Countable nouns-name things that it is possible to count. Countable nouns may be either 
singular or plural.

(2) Non-countable nouns 
Non-countable nouns identify things that cannot be counted in the ordinary sense 
because they exist in collective form. 


They bought furniture. 


Non-countable nouns ordinarily do not follow a or an, though they often follow some and the.

May I borrow some salt? (correct) 


Non-countable nouns normally precede singular verbs. 


Coal is mined there. 


Almost all TOEFL tests include at least one question that involves identifying errors in nouns. Most 
questions of this kind involve using the singular form in place of the plural, or vice versa. Some 
questions may involve identifying errors in plural forms of nouns. 
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Pronouns 
A pronoun is a word that substitutes for a noun or another pronoun to avoid needless repetition. 
Pronouns are usually classified as follows: 


1. Personal Pronouns: J, your, he, she, him, her, its, ours 
A personal pronoun applies to persons. 


2. Reflexive Pronouns: myself, himself, itself, themselves 
A reflexive pronoun reflects the action of the verb back to its subject. 


3. Demonstrative Pronouns: that, this, these, those 
A demonstrative pronoun indicates something or someone. Its chief function is to indicate to 
whom or what one refers. 


4. Relative Pronouns: who, whom, what, which 
A relative pronoun refers to a noun or a pronoun while serving as a conjunction in a sentence. 


5. Indefinite Pronouns: all, anybody, both, each, every, one, some, none 
An indefinite pronoun is indeterminate. It does not replace a specific noun. An indefinite 
pronoun may be an adjective or pronoun. 


Questions related to pronouns occur only as questions of the error-identification kind. In most 
cases, such questions require you to identify errors in the use of the pronoun form. 


Articles 


Articles introduce nouns. Indefinite articles are a and an. The definite article is the. 


1. Indefinite Article: a /an 


An indefinite article indicates one person or thing, any one person or thing, or a certain person 
or thing. The indefinite article is used with singular, countable indefinite nouns and refers to 
things that are new to either the listener or the speaker. 


This is what happens to a person whose kidneys start to fail. 
I ate a banana for breakfast. 


2. Definite Article: the 


The definite article the indicates a definite person or object. The is applied to singular nouns, 
plural nouns, and uncountable nouns.

An intransitive verb does not direct its action to a receiver. An intransitive verb may 
indicate a state or condition and may include a linking verb which connects the subject of 
a sentence to a complement (such as appear, be, become, feel, get, look, prove, remain, 
seem, sound, taste, turn). Linking verbs, however, are often placed in a third category 
called copular verbs. 


As a rule, the main verbs largely determine clause types such as SVO or SVOC, as 
mentioned in Chapter 1.

Conjunctions 


Conjunctions are words and expressions that are used to connect words, phrases, or clauses. » 


1. Coordinating Conjunctions 
Coordinating conjunctions link equivalent structures: single words, phrases, or clauses. 


Steven Spielberg and George Lucas are famous directors. 
You can have dinner now or postpone it. 

I enjoy traveling, but my husband prefers to stay at home. 
She must have passed the test, for she looks happy. 

It is late, so 1 should go home now. 


2. Correlative Conjunctions (Paired Conjunctions) 


Correlative conjunctions occur in two paired parts and connect equivalent structures: that is, 
single words, phrases, or clauses. 





Sue speaks both French and German fluently. 

Either he or I must approve the purchase. 

Neither he nor I have authority to decide. 

This newspaper is sold not only in the U.S., but also in Canada. 


3. Subordinating Conjunctions 
Subordinating conjunctions join dependent clauses to independent clauses (adverb clauses or 
noun clauses). 


(1) Adverb clause markers 


When school is finished, I want to work abroad. 
I like his music because it is so cheerful. 
Though it is a holiday, I will go to the office today. 
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(2) Noun clause markers 


The point is that no one will benefit. 
Whether she leaves or stays is undecided. 
I asked her if she had visited Seoul. 


All the conjunctions mentioned above involve the linking of units, but coordinating or correlative 
conjunctions involve coordination, whereas subordinating conjunctions involve subordination. 
Chapter 2 discusses subordination using subordinating conjunctions. 


Coordination and Parallelism 


Coordination involves a relation between two or more units parallel in structure. These units may 
be whole clauses but in many cases are smaller units such as noun phrases or verb phrases. 


1. Coordination of Clauses 


(1) Independent clauses 


[Autumn arrived], and [the harvest began]. 


(2) Dependent clauses 


The doctors believe [that her condition is improving], and [(that) she will soon get welll. 
2. Coordination of Infinitive, Gerund, and Participial Phrases 


(1) Infinitive phrases 


I have asked him [to visit us in person] or [(to) write a letter]. 


(2) Gerund phrases - 
Bill enjoys [fishing in the lake] and [hiking in the woods]. 


(3) Participial phrases 


Insurance paid to rebuild homes [damaged by wind] or [wrecked by heavy rain].

Dangling Modifiers 


1. A dangling modifier is a phrase that comes at the beginning of a sentence but does not refer 
to the subject. That is, if the implied subject in the introductory phrase actually differs from the 
subject of the main clause, then the modifying phrase is a dangling modifier, because the phrase 
“dangles,” with nothing in the sentence to modify. 


Fearing an epidemic, quarantine was imposed by authorities. (incorrect) 
The introductory phrase, Fearing an epidemic, is a dangling modifier because it has no logical 


connection with the subject quarantine. The implied subject of the present participial phrase 
should be a person, the doer of the action, thus:

on TOEFL. In most cases, errors in this category involve one part of speech used in place of 
another. Nouns, verbs, adjectives, and adverbs are the parts of speech usually involved. As a rule, 
word form problems involve words with the same root, such as eager - eagerly or decision — decisive. 


Words

The category of a word — noun, verb, et cetra — determines its distribution.

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10. Hard/ Hardly 
Hard may serve as an adjective or an adverb..As a rule, the adverb hard follows the verb it 
modifies. Hardly, an adverb, means “barely” or “scarcely” and usually precedes the verb it 
modifies. 


Quartz, a hard mineral, forms beautiful crystals. 
When the wind blows hard, it can damage houses.

Beside is a preposition and means “next to.” Besides is a conjunctive adverb and means “also” 
or “in addition to.”

12. Ago/ Before 
Ago describes a time before the present, whereas before describes a time earlier than some 
other moment.

The CBT Reading Section is not computer-adaptive but linear, which means that the items on 
any given test do not change based on your performance on prior questions during the test. 
Your score is based on your performance on the questions presented, the difficulty of the 
questions presented, and on the number of questions you answer. On the other hand, the 
Listening and Structure Sections are computer-adaptive. 


Within the CBT Reading Section, you may skip a question, move on to others and return later to 
answer a question you have left blank. You can also change your previous answer choice. To 
choose a different answer, click on a different oval in the multiple-choice questions. 


Compare with the Listening and Structure Sections in which you are not allowed to skip a 


question and to go back later after you have confirmed the answer choice and moved on to other 
questions. 
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Remember, though, that it will cost you precious time to skip a question and return to it later. 
Moreover, you may have trouble remembering which questions you have left blank. 


Thus, it is strongly recommended to answer all the questions about one reading passage before 
moving on. 


When you need to guess the answer, try to use the process of elimination. Your chances of 
choosing the correct answer will get higher if you eliminate more answer choices as incorrect 
before guessing.

You will see only the part of the passage on the 
first screen. It is because the actual passage is too long to fit on the first screen at one time. 
Use the scroll bar to view the rest of the passage. You cannot see the first question about that 
passage without viewing, the entire passage, regardless of whether you actually read it or not.

(3) To answer the “Click-on” questions, you can click on any part of the passage as stated by the 
question-specific directions. You will have ample opportunity to become familiar with the 
wording of questions or directions by working through Intensive Exercises and Practice Tests 
provided in this book. 


Click on the word, phrase or sentence in the bold typed section of the passage as you think 
proper. When you need to click on a sentence in the passage, you may click on any part of the 
sentence. Then, the whole sentence will be highlighted. Likewise, click on any part of the word 
or phrase in the passage as directed by the questions. The relevant part of the passage is 
marked with an arrow (=). 


Click on the black square [ M ] between the sentences in the insertion (i.e. sentence addition) 
question. An insertion question requires you to click on a black square to insert the excerpted 
sentence, given in the question part, into the passage.

On average, about eighteen minutes are allotted to each passage and eleven associated 
questions. Passages vary in length or degree of difficulty. However, do not spend too much time 
on any one set of passages/questions. 
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2. Apply the required reading skill properly. 
You are not supposed to read the whole passage whenever you are faced with a question. For 
overview items, read the whole passage cursorily. For questions focusing on details, scan the 
relevant part of the passage looking for the information needed to answer that particular 
question. You should practice locating the relevant part using key expressions. In some 
questions, the relevant paragraphs are marked with arrows. 


3. You may leave some questions unanswered and return later. 
Unlike the Listening and Structure Sections, you may move forward or backward among 
questions as you wish within the CBT Reading Section. Be sure to come back to the questions 
you left unanswered before you move on to the Writing Section. You should guess even if you are 
not sure of the correct answer, because your score is not penalized for the questions answered 
incorrectly.

Overview 
1. What is the question about? 


The main idea (main topic, best title) questions ask you to identify the most important idea 
(thought) in the passage, or the author's reason for writing the passage. To put it simply, the 
main idea is what the passage is about as a whole. 


The main idea is sometimes explicitly stated in a single sentence. However, in many cases, you 
have to decide upon a main idea from a collection of individual ideas (thoughts) scattered 
throughout the passage. Thus, practicing how to construct a main idea from individual ideas is 
very important. 


Main topic questions may be asked where a single, dominating main idea is not readily 
identifiable. These questions ask you to identify the main subject of the entire passage. Answer 
choices usually consist of nouns or noun phrases instead of full sentences. 


Main idea and main topic questions are sometimes reformulated to ask the best title for the 
entire passage. Although less frequently asked, another type of question asks you about a 
single paragraph’s main topic. — 


2. What terms should | know? 


Main Idea: the author’s message or the important thought of the passage 

It may be stated directly in a topic sentence, often appearing near the beginning or end of the 
passage. In such a case, read the first and last sentences of the passage to identify the main 
idea of the passage. In many cases, the main idea does not appear as a single sentence. Also, it 
is not stated directly but suggested by key expressions. The main idea directs both the writer 
and the reader through the discussion of the main topic. 


Main Topic: the subject of the passage 
In other words, the topic of a passage is what the passage is mainly about. It is the passage’s 
most talked-about subject and usually stated in a few words or a phrase. 


Best Title: the name of a piece of writing 
The best title is generally the restatement of the main idea or topic of the passage in the form of 
a heading placed at the top of the passage. 


Supporting Sentences: the details in the passage 
Supporting sentences consist of detail sentences that explain, illustrate, develop, or otherwise 
support the main topic or idea.

Strategies 
1. Key points to remember 


Skimming the passage is useful to.get a general idea of a passage quickly. Skimming involves 
looking through the passage to have an idea of a passage’s topic, main idea, overall. 
organization, or other overview items such as purpose and tone. 


When you take the TOEFL, begin each passage by skimming it. Pay attention to the first and 
the last sentence of each paragraph. Skim the rest of the passage with the focus on key 
expressions. You should be able to distinguish between main ideas and specific details. 


Take notice that a passage’s central idea and details may be arranged differently to correspond 
to different ways of developing the central idea. However, usual locations are as follows: 


(1) Main idea at the beginning 
In this case, a topic sentence comes first. Then follow clarifying, limiting, supporting, or 
other detail sentences. 


(2) Main idea at the end 


In some passages, the central idea (the topic sentence) may appear at the end, after 
supporting sentences set the stage for the appearance of a main idea statement. 
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(3) Main idea in the middle 
In another type of the passage, details come first and are summed up in a topic sentence 
occurring in the middle, which is supported further with more details and examples. The 
main idea of the passage appears in the middle.

Modern European and American artists were slow to 
discover native North American art, when compared with the 
relatively early interest which African objects had stimulated 
in Cubist art circles. In this case, it was notably the émigré 
European Surrealists such as Max Ernst who saw in native 
American art the sources of renewal and deeper vision that 
they held to be representative of the “primeval” world.

Generally speaking, referents are located in the nearby sentences from the reference words. 
Occasionally, the referent may be the whole sentence. (See example 3.)

1. Key points to remember 


Usually, the referent is located before the reference word in the passage, often very close to 
it. However, the referent (noun) may be located after the reference word, especially in the 
context of the identical sentence. 


Look for the noun(s) that corresponds with the reference word in terms of gender, number 
and case. Always verify the meaning of the sentence substituted with the referent in place of 
reference words (pronouns or other words); that is, check that the substituted sentence has 
acquired an originally intended meaning. 


2. Test tips 


(1) Read the highlighted pronouns or other words in the bold-typed sentences. Check 
whether the reference word(s) is in the singular or plural form. 
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(2) Locate singular or plural nouns in the bold-typed sentences. Sometimes the referent may 
be a phrase or a sentence. You will find examples of such cases in the following Skill 
Building Section for Reference. 

(3) Mentally cross out the reference word(s) and replace it with the answer and check whether 
the restated sentence has the meaning identical to the original one. Another checkpoint 
will be: ask yourself whether the answer correctly replaces the reference word(s) in terms 
of gender, number, and case. be 

(4) If you are unable to decide immediately which answer is correct in the multiple-choice, 
substitute all four choices in place of the reference word. Check the structure (grammar) 
and the meaning of the sentence to determine the answer.

Vocabulary questions test your knowledge of word(s) and phrase in the context of the 
passage. You may understand “the context” simply as surrounding words. Words usually 
have more than one meaning. Therefore, use the context to your advantage. 


On average, three or more vocabulary questions are likely to appear per passage in the form 
of either “Click on the word that is closest in meaning to ~”” in the passage” or “standard — 
multiple-choice.” Usually, the “click on the word” type is easier to solve than “standard 
multiple-choice” type. 


In many cases, words have several different meanings. The meaning of word(s) or phrase(s) 
on the CBT TOEFL is the meaning that makes sense in the context of a particular paragraph 
in which it appears. Therefore, its precise meaning will be determined by the general context 
of the passage or the specific context in which it is used.

1. Key points to remember 


Words may have several meanings. Often words with multiple meanings are tested on the 
CBT. Words surrounding an unfamiliar word usually give you some clues to the meaning of 
words you do not know. 


To figure out the meaning of words in context, you should learn to take advantage of 
different kinds of context clues: structural clues, the role of punctuation, and the meaning of 
surrounding words in the identical sentence or paragraph. 


The context in which an unfamiliar word occurs suggests which meaning is correct. Try to 
guess the plausible meaning of an unfamiliar word by using your understanding of the 
contents (topics) in the passage as well as your background knowledge. 


You may assume that words are related to the topic of the passage. For example, words from 
a passage on biology may have meanings that fit into biological issues under discussion. 
Expand your vocabulary. Learning prefixes and suffixes will help you guess the meaning of 
words you do not know. Prefixes or suffixes are added at the beginning or end of a root word 
to change its meaning. 


However, it is not always possible to guess the meanings of unfamiliar words using CTE® 
context. Therefore, expand your vocabulary by reading extensively on a variety of topics. It is 
highly advised to learn beforehand American terms that appear frequently in CBT subjects 
such as American history or American studies. 


2. Test tips 


It is possible, although not in every case, to guess the meaning of an unfamiliar word. When 
doing so, you should rely on the context in order to enhance the chances of being correct. 
You are advised to familiarize yourself with the reasoning process called “an educated 
guess.” An educated guess is more efficient than a purely random guess. Structural clues 
provide some tips useful for an educated guess. 


Structural clues from the context are valuable when you guess the meanings of unfamiliar 
words. These clues may consist of nearby words, phrases, or grammatical structures that 
point to relations among the parts of a sentence. 


Structural clues help you guess the meaning of unfamiliar words by relating them to other 
words whose meanings are familiar to you. Learn the following types of useful clues 
suggesting the meanings of words you do not know. 


(1) Appositive 
An appositive is a noun or phrase that usually follows a noun, separated by commas. An 
appositive adds a further explanation to the preceding noun(s). In other words, the 
meaning of an unfamiliar word is identified by an appositive. 


Examples 
1. There is some disagreement as to precisely what constitutes symbiosis, living together. 
> From the structural clue of an appositive, we know that the “symbiosis” means “living 
together.” ; 
2. Thermal power stations are designed to pass as much energy as possible from the fuel to 
the turbines, machines with blades turned by the movement of the steam. 


Reading 


> The meaning of turbines is given by an appositive, a group of nouns after the comma. 
Turbines are machines with blades that are turned by the movement of the steam. 

3. The cranium, the part of the skull surrounding the brain, is made up of many bones. 
When a baby is born, there are spaces between some of these bones, but as a child gets 
older, the bones of the cranium grow together and these spaces are closed. 
> In this sentence, commas are clues to make you guess the meaning of the word 

“cranium.” A noun group set off by commas is an appositive of “cranium.” 

4. Blood relatives are related to each other by consanguinity, a relationship based on the tie 
between parents and children. 
~ The word “consanguinity” is. defined by its appositive. 


(2) Examples, list, or series 
The meaning of a word is sometimes identified by examples. Examples are often introduced 
by the following signal words: as, or, such as, like, for instance, for example. 


Examples 
1. He was born with a huge inheritance such as land and valuable possessions received 
from his grandparents. 
~ The phrase following “such as” gives the examples as well as the meaning of the word 
“inheritance.” 
2. Moreover, subtle messages about emotions and intentions are conveyed: Is the speaker 
happy, sad, enthusiastic, tired, or in some other emotional state? 
> You can infer the meaning of “emotions” from a list of adjectives describing emotional 
states. 
3. Since such a huge group is too big to be socially practical, the group is usually reduced to 
a small circle of paternal and maternal relatives, or other descendant groups. 
> The meaning of “descendant” could be gathered from the preceding words such as 
“paternal” and “maternal relatives.” You may guess that “descendant” involves “blood 
relatives.” 


(3) Punctuation 
Punctuation clues can help you understand the meanings of unfamiliar words. 
Punctuation marks are sometimes used to set off word(s) in order to identify, rename, or 
define another word.

Examples 
1. You cannot catch non-communicable diseases; they are not contagious. However, they 
can be passed from parent to child through genes: for example, hemophilia, a disease in 
which the blood does not clot correctly, is a hereditary disease. 
> The word “non-communicable” and the phrase “not contagious” are similar in meanings, 
set off by the semicolon. The word “hemophilia” is also defined in the sentence following 
the colon, set off by commas. — 
2. Peddlers added bulkier goods to their stock - pots and pans, hats, shoes, even books. 
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> The meaning of “bulkier goods” is identified by examples, set off by a dash. 

3. In the 1920s, most Americans lived better than ever before. But the decade of the 1930s 
was just the opposite — a time of great economic hardship and widespread poverty. This 
period of hardship and poverty became known as the “Great Depression.” 
> A dash (-—) is used to give details to the expression “the opposite.” The word 

“opposite” together with the preceding sentence allows readers to guess the meaning of 
“hardship.” 

4. For example, planktonic organisms.— those that drift in the water - face much different 
conditions than benthic organisms — those that live on the bottom - or nekton — 
organisms that swim. 
> Dashes ( - ) are used to define the terms. 


(4) Adjective Clauses 
Adjective clauses modifying the head noun(s) may provide helpful context clues. 


Examples 
_ 1. Such actions made him look like a judicious sage, whose wise image was confirmed later 
by other incidents. 
> “A judicious sage” is modified by the adjective clause. You may guess that “a judicious 
sage” means “a wise person.” 

2. Unlike the carnivores, which are meat eaters, and the several orders of herbivores, we are 
omnivores, eating a wide variety of fruits, vegetables, and other animals. 
> “The carnivores” is modified by the adjective clause “which are meat eaters.” 


(5) Contrasting Structures 
Specific contexts such as contrasting structures in which an unfamiliar word occurs may 
disclose the meaning of word(s) you do not know. 


Examples 
1. Divorce is legally permissible in most societies, although in some it is prohibited by 
religion. 
> From the contrasting structure of the sentence signaled by “although,” you can guess 
that “prohibited” is opposed to “permissible.” 
2. Does life exist on Mars? Possibly. Mars is dry, cold, and less favorable than the earth for 
the support of life, but not implacably hostile. 
> The structure of the sentence “Mars is dry, ~ but not implacably hostile.” gives you 
clues about the meaning of “hostile.” “Hostile” means “not favorable.” The author 
intends to say that Mars is not that hostile although less favorable than the earth for 
life. 
\ 
(6) Word-form Analysis (Prefix, Root, Suffix) 
Word parts can help you understand the meanings of unfamiliar words. Many English 
words are made up of parts of Greek, and Latin words. It is possible to use these parts as 
clues. If you know the meanings of some of these word parts, you can vastly increase the 
chances to guess the meaning of an unfamiliar word correctly. 


Keep in mind that learning the meaning of those word parts greatly improves your chance 
of finding the right answer to the vocabulary question. Practice using both context clues 
and word parts. 
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Examples 
1. Sometimes species evolve together, forming a special relationship called symbiosis. In a 
symbiotic relationship, two species live together in a way that is beneficial to both. 
> The prefix “sym-” (“syn-”) means “together, happening at the same time” in Greek. The 
prefix “bio-” means “life.” Other examples are “sympathy” (feeling together), “syndicate” 
(a group of people that join together to share the costs of doing business), and 
“synthesis” (the act of combining different ideas). i 
2. Binary fission is the division of one cell into two equal cells. 
> The prefix “bi-” means “two.” Other examples are “bicycle,” “biannual,” “bilingual,” and | 
“bimonthly.” In this sentence, you may guess the meaning of the word “binary” based 
on the clue from the surrounding words such as “two equal cells.”

“appropriately” and “properly” both contain the syllable “-prop-,” indicating “correctness.” This is yet

Fact Questions 

Factual questions test your understanding of explicitly stated facts and other details 
mentioned in the passage. You should be able to comprehend details and other supporting 
ideas: plain facts, reasons, examples, comparisons, and further explanation. Authors provide 
details to support important (main) ideas. 


Factual questions often start with one of the “wh” words: who, what, when, why, where, or 
how much. However, on the CBT, factual questions became even more diversely and 
specifically formulated. For example, factual questions are more often composed as open- 
ended questions such as “All of the following are true EXCEPT...” Sometimes, the wording of 
the question is very specific: for example, “The author mentions ___ in the passage as 
examples of items that ...” 


Factual questions often begin with the phrase “According to the passage, ...” or “According to 
the author, ...” It signals that the information needed to answer the question is exovlicitly 
stated somewhere in the passage. 


You should scan a passage for the specific information you need. Scanning can be done 
using key expressions given in the question because the relevant part in the passage 
contains the identical key expressions. 


Variation 1: Negative Questions 

These questions ask you to determine which one of the four answer choices is NOT discussed 
(mentioned) in the passage. These questions are stated with negatives such as NOT, 
EXCEPT, and LEAST (~ LEAST likely to ~). 


Scan the passage to locate the relevant information in the passage. The answer choice that is 
NOT consistent with the passage is the answer choice. 


Negative questions often take more time to solve than plain fact questions because you have 
to find out three correct choices so that you have one answer left that is NOT mentioned in 
the passage. 


Approach negative questions as if they were true/false questions and mark all of the choices 
with true/false as you proceed. Then, click the oval of the answer choice marked with “false.” 
Generally, you will see at least one negative type question per passage. 


Variation 2: Scanning Questions . 
Scanning questions in the form of “click on the passage” are new items on the CBT. The 
question requires you to look for statements in the passage about specific points. 


In other words, you are supposed to find and click on the sentence or paragraph in the 
passage where certain particular details are located. Details are specific information such as 
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facts, statistics, examples, reasons, or illustrations. Such details are in the passage to bolster 
the author’s main point. 


As in the case of multiple-choice questions, identify key expressions in the wording of 
questions and then apply scanning methods to locate the relevant part quickly. 

Scroll down the whole passage to see all of the paragraphs if you are asked to click on the 
paragraph. More than one paragraph may discuss the point about which the question is 
asking. Therefore, be careful not to make a hasty determination. 


When you are asked to click on the sentence in the designated paragraph, the relevant 
paragraph is marked with an arrow (=). You should focus on the paragraph headed by an 
arrow (=) only. 


Then, click on the sentence or paragraph of your choice. You may click anywhere in the 
chosen sentence or paragraph to get the whole sentence or paragraph highlighted 
automatically. 


Variation 3: Restatement Questions 
You are supposed to find the answer choice that has the same meaning as the statement 
given in the question. Understand exactly what the author intends to mean. You should find 
similar expressions in the answer choices, starting from the wording of the base statement 

_ given in the question. However, if you see the identical expressions in the answer choices, be 
careful not to be tricked by distractors. The idea of the statement as a whole, not the 
fragment of expressions, is important.

For fact questions, you may want to scan the passage searching for key expressions related to the 
specific information. By doing so, you can manage the test time more efficiently. 


Scanning is a kind of selective reading to locate the specific information you need, while 
skimming is reading the entire passage quickly without skipping around to get an idea about the 
whole passage. Skimming is suitable for approaching questions asking main ideas or other 
overview items. 


Keep in mind that correct answer choices for fact questions seldom use exactly the same words 
as found in the passage; they usually use synonyms or rephrased groups of words. Thus, do not 
pick up the answer choice just based on the identical key expressions found both in the passage 
and the answer choice. 3, 


The order of presenting detail questions about the passage generally follows the order in which 
ideas are presented in the passage. In addition, the part of the passage related to the specific 
detail question will show up on the left side of the computer screen. Focus mostly on the relevant 
part of the passage so that you save time in locating the specific information you need.

To answer fact questions, you need to focus on the relevant part and identify the specific 

information necessary to answer the question. In case you do not remember from the first 

reading where to look for the specific information, try the following scanning procedure. 

(1) Identify one or two key expressions as you read the question. 

(2) Scan the passage looking for the identical key words or equivalent expressions. 

(3) Don’t reread the entire passage word by word to find a correct answer choice. 

(4) When you find the identical key words in the passage, read the whole sentence in which they 
appear. You may have to read the surrounding sentences as well. 

(5) Remind yourself whether you are supposed to answer simple fact questions or n gative type 
fact questions. If the question has more specific directions, you have to bear them in mind 
when scanning the passage to find the relevant (related) part.

From time to time, especially near the coast, the sea surface 
becomes bright red literally overnight. This phenomenon, called a 
red tide, has occurred for thousands of years. The Old Testament 
may contain the earliest known reference to a red tide when it 
describes the waters of the Nile turning to blood. The Red Sea is 
named after the red tides that often occur there. The term “red 
tide” is here to stay, but it is somewhat confusing. For one thing, 
red tides have nothing to do with the tide. They are massive 
blooms of phytoplankton. At the peak of a red tide there may 
be thousands, even tens or hundreds of thousands, of cells in 
a single drop! Furthermore, red tides are not always red. The 
sea may instead turn orange, brown or bright green. In fact, 
the name “red tide” is applied to harmful phytoplankton 
blooms even if they discolor the water only slightly. In recent 
years the term “brown tide” has been used in some places for 
blooms of a particular type of phytoplankton called 
chrysophytes.

Strategies 
1. Key points to remember 


The author uses certain devices to ensure the coherence of the passage. These devices are 
generally found in the excerpted sentence given in the question. 


A few examples of such devices are: transitional words, reference words (pronouns), 
demonstratives, expressions with identical meanings, repetition of identical words. 


Examples. 
(1) Transitional words 

e In small-animals, oxygen — which is essential in the release of energy through respiration — 
can easily move from the water to reach all the tissues. However, in the larger and 
relatively more active animals, obtaining enough oxygen from the water is a potential 
problem. 

e A language may make extensive use of kinds of utterances that are not found at all in 
English and which an English-speaking linguist may not, therefore, even think of 
requesting. Furthermore, certain speakers may pretend not to be able to say certain 
things considered by their culture to be impolite, taboo, or inappropriate for ee to 
outsiders.

Not all details are stated explicitly in the passage. The passage you read suggests more than it says 
on its face. Moreover, language conveys messages beyond the actual meaning of words. Authors 
expect you to figure out hidden ideas, assumptions, or other undisclosed details on your own. 


Inference is a process to follow the author’s reasoning in order to understand less explicit aspects of 
the passage and draw a conclusion from the passage. 


On the CBT, it means that you have to rely on available information or facts explicitly given in the 
passage. In other words, answer the questions on the basis of information provided in the passage. 
In some cases, inferences can be made from a single sentence; in others, they must be based on 
one or more paragraphs or even on the entire passage. 


Drawing inferences sometimes requires making predictions. That is, you must determine what the 
author would probably say, based on the statements in the passage; or you may have to identify 
which statement the author would agree with.

Several inferences may be drawn from the passage. Some inferences are obvious and easy; others 
may be not obvious and, therefore, may be difficult to make. However, the most important skill is to 
distinguish between “what can be inferred” and “what cannot be inferred from the passage no 
matter what.” 


You are supposed to draw some conclusions about what is intended by the author but not directly 
stated in the passage. Because answers to inference questions are not explicitly provided in the 
passage, you must “read between the lines.” 


Occasionally, you may be called upon to use common sense, especially in cases of finding an 
assumption or a presumption. A presumption is something that is thought to be true or probable. 
Yet, you are not supposed to apply any specialized specific knowledge that is not provided in the 
passage. 


When you are asked to make a prediction, rely on your understanding of the author’s factual 
statements, message, reasons, and logic. Certain expressions offer clues that help you understand 
the author’s viewpoints about diverse topics.

When in 
1909, he visited Clark University, he was surprised to find 
himself so well known “even in prudish America.” By the 1920s 
and 30s, his ideas had begun to percolate into the popular 
awareness, and the talk spread in society and literature about 
libido, inhibitions, Oedipus complexes, transference, 
sublimation, and repression. 

Fashion also reflected the rebellion against prudishness and 
a loosening of inhibitions. By 1927 women’s skirts were at the 
knees, and the “flapper” — with her bobbed hair, rolled 
stockings, cigarettes, lipstick and sensuous dancing — was 
providing a shocking model of the new feminism.

2-3. Purpose 
The purpose of a passage as a whole is what the author intends to achieve with his writing. 
The purpose question in a broad sense is related to the main idea of the passage. For 
example, it is phrased like “What is the author’s main purpose in the passage?”

On the other hand, the purpose questions in a narrow sense may ask why the author 
mentions a particular piece of information in the passage. 


Some questions may ask what the author mentions by a specific sentence. Others may ask 
why the author mentions a certain word or phrase. In a general way, these questions 
involve drawing inferences, and may be phrased in a number of ways. One of them is: “Why 
does the author mention ___ in paragraph 1?” 


In sum, CBT reading questions about purpose can be about either a whole passage or par! 
of a passage. Usually, each paragraph in the passage serves a different purpose. For 
example, a paragraph may give a definition of the concept. It may provide examples to 
elaborate on the concept. It may also provide comparison, contrast, proof, or classificatior

Writing — previously known as the Test of Written English, or TWE — is a required section of 
TOEFL. It is also very different from other sections of TOEFL. ¢ 

In other sections of TOEFL, you have to choose the correct one of several given answers. In 
Writing, however, you have to create your own essay. That is, you have to write a very short 
essay on a topic TOEFL provides. 

The Writing section requires you to produce an idea and develop it into a brief, written 
composition. You must support your idea with evidence and a strong argument, and must write 
the essay in correct, standard English. 

You can either write the essay by hand, using pencil and paper, or type it on the computer. You 
must choose which method you will use — paper or computer — before the topic is given. Either 
way, you have 30 minutes to complete the Writing section. 

To end work on the Writing section when you are finished, click on Next and Confirm Answer. 
In any case, the computer will close the section automatically after 30 minutes. 


2. Step-by-Step Guide to Writing 


Writing an essay will be easier if you follow the guidelines below. Here is a step-by-step guide to 
the Writing section: 


(1) Read the prompt. The prompt is the topic about which you must write. It is given to you on 
TOEFL. You may not write on any other topic! An essay on any topic other than the assigned 
one will receive a grade of zero! :

Prompts deal with many different topics, from family life to work and entertainment. You may 
be asked (for example) to compare or contrast two things, or describe something, or select an 
opinion and defend it. 


Here are the major categories of prompts: 


Type 1: Agree / Disagree Question (AD) 

You may be asked if you agree or disagree with a certain statement. Then you must decide, 
and defend your opinion in the essay. For example: “Businesses should hire employees for 
their entire lives. Do you agree or disagree? Use specific reasons and examples to support 
your answer.” This kind of prompt occurs often on the TOEFL. 


Type 2: Choose and Defend a Point of View Question (PR) 

You will be asked your opinion on a given topic and asked to write an essay defending your 
view. For example: “A company is going to give some money either to support the arts or to 
protect the environment. Which do you think the company should choose? Use specific 
reasons and examples to support your answer.” This kind of prompt also occurs frequently 
on the TOEEL. Note: In this case, it is especially important to have a strong thesis. You cannot 
support your view if you have no clear view to support! 


Type 3: Explain Reasons, Causes, or Results Question (EX) 

Here, you may be asked to give reasons for some phenomenon, or to explain how something 
operates. For example: “Advertising helps to sell products. Describe the qualities of an 
effective advertisement. Use specific details and examples to support your answer,” This is 
analytical writing, and it requires careful thought before you start writing. Take perhaps an 
extra minute to put your thoughts in order before beginning the essay. This kind of prompt 
occurs often on the TOEFL. 


Type 4: Compare and Contrast Question (CM) 
Prompts of this variety require you to describe the differences and/or similarities between 
two things, or the arguments for and against doing something. For example: “The 
government has announced that it plans to build a new university. Some people think that 
your community would be a good place to locate the university. Compare the advantages and 
disadvantages of establishing a new university in your community. Use specific details in 

_ your discussion.” This is perhaps the rarest kind of prompt on the TOEFL. It has occurred 
very seldom on the TOEFL in recent years. 


Type 5: If Question (IF) 

Prompts in this category ask you to imagine what would happen, or what you would do, ina 
given situation. For example: “If you could invent something new, what product would you 
develop? Use specific details to explain why this invention is needed.” This question also has 
appeared only rarely on the TOEFL in recent years.

The company in this case should ask: “Which use of money will benefit the

Now you are ready to write the essay. Once you have a strong thesis, specific examples, and a 
good outline, the essay should be easy to finish. 


3. How to Write Clearly 


The TOEFL essay involves more, however, than just organization. It also involves style — the way 
you choose and use words. 

Your style should as clear and direct as possible. Several simple rules will help you write clearly 
and effectively: 


(1) Keep sentences short. Try to make sentences no longer than 10 or 12 words. In 10 words, 
you can say almost anything. Also, a short sentence is easier for you to write — and for the 
grader to read — than a long sentence. Look at the following examples: 

We cannot ignore history. 


It is inadvisable for any individual or group in our time to refuse to acknowledge the influence of past 
events on present circumstances. 


Both sentences have the same meaning. Which is clearer? The first sentence is better, of 
course. A short, clear sentence is always better than a long, awkward sentence! 
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This same principle applies to vocabulary. Never use a long word if you can use a short word 
instead. Here are pairs of long and short words with identical meanings:

indubitable 
superfluous 
ratiocination 
remuneration 





Short, simple words are easier to understand. Use them whenever possible! 


(2) Keep adjectives to a minimum. In English, adjectives are “heavy” words. They slow down 
writing and reading. So use them sparingly on your TOEFL essay! 
Adjectives in your writing are like fat on your body. A little fat is needed, but not much. 
Likewise, your essay needs only a few adjectives. 


For example, look at the following sentences: 


We must act now. 


It is debatable whether careful consideration of the current situation will lead to the justifiable 
conclusion that it deserves indefinite continuation. 


Adjectives make that second sentence heavy and hard to understand. By contrast, the first 
sentence has no adjectives at all. That is why it is so clear. Write the same way! 

This does not mean you should avoid all adjectives. Sometimes adjectives are necessary: the 
White House, the Grand Canyan, the binomial theorem. As a rule, however, the fewer 
adjectives, the better. 


(3) Use the active voice, not the passive voice. In other words, use verbs in active form 
wherever possible. The active voice is stronger and clearer. It is easier to write and read. It 
also saves words. Contrast these two sentences: 


: 
I mailed a letter. (active) 


A letter was mailed by me. (passive) 


The active form is clearer, stronger, and shorter. Whenever you can, use the active form 
instead of the passive form. 


Of course, these three rules do not always apply. Sometimes you must use adjectives or the 
passive voice. Some sentences must be long. Most of the time, however, you will do best with 


short sentences, few adjectives, and active verbs. 


4. Essay Structure 


Your essay should have three parts: thesis, development, and conclusion. Each part has its own 
requirements: 


(1) Thesis. This is the idea you wish to present. It should occur in the first paragraph, in a topic 
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sentence. The topic sentence is usually the last sentence of the first paragraph. 


(2) Development. Here, you present information to support your thesis. This is the “body,” or 
middle section, of the essay. Present your arguments and examples one at a time. To begin 
paragraphs in this section, use “transitional” expressions such as also, of course, and 
moreover for a smooth flow of ideas. 


(3) Conclusion. This is what you want the reader to remember. The conclusion usually restates 
the thesis. You may wish to begin this final paragraph with a transitional expression such as 
finally, in summary, or in conclusion.

5. Summary of Transitional Expressions 


An essay requires coherence, or a smooth flow of ideas from one sentence or paragraph to 
another. To provide coherence, use transitional expressions to show how one idea in your essay is 


related to the next idea. Transitional expressions make your argument easier to follow and your 
essay easier to read.

To help a child develop, the most useful gift is probably a book. Literacy is one of the best 
investments one can make in children, because it yields many benefits in later years. Three 
benefits in particular come to mind. 


One benefit is an overall advantage in one’s career. A literate child is likely to be a 
successful student and therefore to be, in general, a success later in life. This is because 
education rests on literacy. Success, in turn, depends largely on education. That is the first 
reason why books are good gifts for children. 


The second benefit is the satisfaction that comes with access to a world of learning. A 
literate person makes the acquaintance of countless authors, from poets like Chaucer to 
essayists like Samuel Johnson, who have much useful advice for readers in our time. 
Someone who becomes fond of reading at an early age will have hundreds of distinguished 
authors for friends and companions throughout life. That is a tremendous benefit. 


Third is the benefit of civilization. Here, “civilization” means respect for law, private property, 
and individual rights within the structure of an ordered society. Civilization, thus defined, is 
inseparable from literacy. It is worth noting that the most civilized societies, such as Korea 
and Japan, are also the most literate societies. Less literate societies, by contrast, are less 
civilized: that is, more violent and lawless. Encouraging literacy in children, then, also 
prepares them to join and contribute to civilized society. 


Of course, the gift of a book does not by itself guarantee a child happiness and success later 
in life. Nonetheless, it helps direct a child toward literacy and the many benefits that literacy 
provides. A toy given to a child may be forgotten within days, but books may influence that 
child for a lifetime.

The 1830s witnessed the emergence of the first uniquely 
American form of mass entertainment: the blackface minstrel 
show. Rooted in an sts tradition of folk theatricals, the 
minstrel shows featured white performers made up as 
blacks. “Minstrelsy” drew upon African-American subjects 
and reinforced prevailing racial stereotypes. It presented 
banjo and fiddle music, “shuffle” dances, and low-brow 
humor. Between 1830s and 1870s, the minstrel shows 
were highly popular throughout the nation, especially 
among northern working-class ethnics and southern 
whites, who were eager to flaunt their presumed 
superiority to blacks. The shows expanded to include entire 
troupes of performers who would tour the country, often 
using riverboats as their means of transportation. 

The two most famous minstrel performers were George 
Washington Dixon, who invented the character named “Zip 
Coon,” and Thomas “Daddy” Rice, who popularized a song- 
and-dance routine called “Jump Jim Crow.” Rice claimed that 
the inspiration for his act was an old Louisville slave 
belonging to Jim Crow whom he saw entertaining other 
workers at a livery stable. J 

The most popular minstrel songs were written by a young 
composer named Stephen Foster. Born into a Scotch-Irish 
family, Foster was a self-taught musician who could pick up 
any tune by ear. By age fourteen, he was composing songs on 
the piano.

Susanna.” It immediately became a national favorite. The 
popularity of “Oh! Susanna” catapulted Foster into the 
national limelight, and he followed it with equally popular 
tunes such as “Old Folks at Home,” better known as “Way 
Down upon the Swanee River,” “Old Black Joe,” and “My Old 
Kentucky Home,” all of which perpetuated the sentimental 
myth of contented slaves, and none of which used actual 
| African-American melodies. 

Although antebellum minstrel shows usually portrayed 
slaves as blissfully ¢ont and caricatured free blacks 
in the North as superstitious buffoons who preferred 
slavery to freedom, minstrelsy represented more than an 
expression of virulent racism and white exploitation of 
black culture; i€ also provided a medium for the 

expression of authentic African-American art forms.

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Last time we looked at the invention of the grand piano and how it revolutionized music 
in the 18th century. But around 1800, an American, John Isaac Hawkins, further 
altered the piano. Does anyone know how? 

Didn't he invent the upright piano? 

That's right. On a regular piano, the strings are horizontal, but Hawkins strung the 
piano vertically, so it took up much less room. In order to do so, he also had to change 
the hammer mechanism that strikes the strings and makes the piano sound. On the 
grand piano, gravity returns the hammer to the resting position. Since this is not 
possible on the upright, Hawkins invented a spring mechanism to return the hammer.

This mechanism is what gives the upright piano a distinctly different feel than the grand 


piano. 

My family had one when I was 
young. Are they the same as regular uprights? 

(professor) The shortest of the upright pianos are called “spinets” or consoles. They’re generally 


considered to have an inferior tone and sound quality because their strings are so short 
and their soundboards are so small.

(professor) Well, before Hawkins’ piano, other people tried to design uprights, but they looked very 
different. Remember, Hawkins’ key invention was running the strings and the 
soundboard up from the floor.

In Germany, 
Ernst Friderici designed the “pyramid” piano, pictured here, that peaked in the middle, 
and in Vienna, Martin Seuffert made the “giraffe-style” piano, that looked more like a 
grand piano turned on its side.

Magazines have been an important part of American culture since the 18th century. Benjamin Franklin 
published the first magazine in America, titled General Magazine, in 1741, just 9 years after the first 
monthly magazine was started in England. But in those early days, printed on cheap paper, most 
magazines did not last long. The 19th century, however, was a grand age in American publishing, and 
magazines were instrumental in developing the young American literary scene. 

Early in the 19th century, the miscellaneous city magazine, designed for weekend reading, became popular. 
Nearly every city in America had one of these magazines, and Philadelphia in 1852 had 16 of them. One of 
the first and most enduring of these sorts of magazines was the Saturday Evening Post, founded in 1821 by 
Charles Alexander, a Philadelphia printer. 

Harper’s New Monthly Magazine began in 1850 and dominated the magazine industry for its first 20 years, 
and was for a long time one of the best selling magazines in America. Most popular were its many woodcut 
illustrations and stories by English novelists. In Boston, Atlantic Monthly began in 1857 and was renowned 
for its high literary standards. Both Harper’s and Atlantic Monthly inspired dozens of imitators, but none of 
the imitators survive today. 

One magazine that did not survive long was Putnam’s Monthly Magazine, published from 1853 to 1857. But 
in three short years, Putnam’s was the best all-round quality magazine ever published in America. Writers 
like Longfellow, Thoreau, Melville, and Cooper were all frequent contributors. Unfortunately, competition 
was tight, and the magazine did not last. 

In general, the success of the magazine spelled its own demise. With increased competition, each magazine 
tried to outdo each other. The result was a decline of serious standards and a rise in sensationalism — 
increasingly shocking or exciting stories at the expense of accuracy. When publishers saw how popular this 
sort of writing was, it gave birth to the pulp magazine, so-called because of the cheap pulp paper it was 
printed on. Pulp magazines had few illustrations, and were mostly Westerns, mysteries, love stories, sports 
and horror stories.

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Professor? We mostly talk about free market economics in this class, but that only started 
with Adam Smith’s book, The Wealth of Nations, a couple of hundred years ago. Were there 
economic theories before then? 

Of course as long as there has been civilization, there have been people thinking about 
economic issues. Aristotle and Plato in ancient Greece wrote about problems of wealth, 
property, and trade. But back there, most aristocrats and intellectuals were prejudiced 
against commerce, feeling that to live by trade was undesirable. The Romans felt pretty 
much the same way. During the Middle Ages the economic ideas of the Catholic Church 
dominated. Usury, that is the taking of interest on money loaned, was condemned, and 
commerce again was considered inferior to agriculture. 

So how did this change? 

Well, with the development of the nation-state in the 16th and 17th centuries, attention 
shifted to the problem of increasing wealth and power of the various nation-states. The 
economic policy of that time was known as mercantilism. Under mercantilism, leaders tried 
to make their nations self-sufficient, frowning on trade. They also viewed gold and silver as 
an index of national power. Since most nations did not own gold mines, a nation could only 
accumulate wealth by taking it away from someone else. Nations then just assumed that 
they would be at war with their neighbors, and gold and silver were needed to pay for their 
armies. 4 

Were there any other major theories? 

For a brief time in 18th century France, there was a movement called “physiocracy.” It was 
a reaction against the narrow and restrictive policies of mercantilism, emphasizing instead 
free trade and government non-interference. They also believed that agriculture was the 
foundation of all wealth, and that through trade, wealth is distributed from farmers to 
other groups.

In the northeastern United States, from the Atlantic to Wisconsin, farming is 
overwhelmingly dairy-based. This partially reflects the colder weather in the region, where the growing 
season for crops is short. Hilly places, where big fields are not possible, are most likely to have fruit farms or 
other tree-based products. Much of the east coast and California has fruit crops. The Midwestern United 
States is mostly corn, with wheat more common to the south. West of the prairies and into the Rocky 
Mountains is livestock country. Immense cattle ranches sweep across large areas, where the soil is too poor 
and rocky for most crops. Only in the Nevada desert and the most mountainous areas is there no farming at 
all. 

The small, family farm has greatly faded in importance in the United States. Eighty percent of American 
farms are commercial farms, producing over 98% of the country’s agricultural output. These commercial 
farms have led the productivity increases in American agriculture. Over the past 100 years, per person man 
hours worked on farms have steadily fallen, while productivity has increased. In the 19th century, increases 
in production were mostly the result of increasing the amount of land being farmed. But in the first half of 
the 20th century, efficiency increased. With the increasing help of machines like tractors, productivity per 
acre doubled. 

Because the total output of American farms has increased by an average of 2% a year for over 150 years, 
but the population has increased by an average of only 1.3%, that has gradually led to a great surplus in 
the amount of food America produces, allowing America to become the greatest food exporting nation in the 
world.

It was an amazing journey for those days, 
going over 2,500 miles less than 5 months.

To many, nothing defined America better than the car. But it is the roads and highways that crisscross 
America that have defined America’s car culture. So it is important to remember just how recent America’s 
freeway system is — recent, but of pivotal importance. 

The first engineered and planned road in the United States was the Lancaster Turnpike, a privately 
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constructed toll road built that opened in 1795 connecting Philadelphia and Lancaster, Pennsylvania. The 
62-mile-long road was first built with broken stone and gravel; however, pavement failures in 1796 led 
builders to adopt European road-building methods. 

More significant was the Cumberland Road, also known as the National Pike. It was the first highway in 
America paid for with public funds. This road, going from West Virginia to Ohio, was first proposed by 
George Washington and Thomas Jefferson in order to aid westward expansion and national unity. Work on 
the Cumberland Road began in 1811 and finally made it to Springfield, Ohio by 1838, but soon afterward 
the project was abandoned because of a lack of funds. : 

The rapid development of railroads in America, beginning in the 1840s, greatly hindered the development of 
roads. For the next 60 years, railroads dominated transportation in America, and road works were basically 
confined to city streets. In the country, roads declined and were often impassable in wet weather. 

The renewal of road building came not from the automobile, but the bicycle. Starting in the 1880s, the 
bicycle was extremely popular. The new bicycles were much more comfortable on smooth, paved surfaces 
than on rough dirt roads. When the automobile did come along after 1900, however, it did greatly increase 
the demand for good roads. 

Most early paved surfaces were difficult to maintain or inappropriate for the United States, so it was in the 
United States that the modern asphalt road was developed. Edward de Smedt created the new, high-density 
asphalt in the 1860s and 70s. 
Most of the first roads were built and maintained locally. In 1893, however, the state of Massachusetts 
established the first state highway commission. By 1920, all the other states would also have highway 
commissions of their own. The federal government also got slightly involved in highways, and in 1921 
passed the Federal Aid Highway Act to help states pay for their roads. ’ 

The first freeway in the United States was the Pennsylvania Turnpike, built in 1937. The Pennsylvania 
Turnpike was a toll highway built on the route of an abandoned railway, making construction much 
simpler. Originally built to connect Pittsburgh and Harrisburg, the Pennsylvania Turnpike was later 
extended to Philadelphia in the east and Ohio in the west, making it 327 miles long. 

In 1950s the U.S. Interstate Highway System was developed to provide a national network of high-quality 
roads. Funded by a gasoline tax, the Interstate System has grown to a total length of more than 45,000 
miles, connecting all the major cities in the U.S.

Listen to part of a lecture in an English literature class. The professor is talking about Sinclair Lewis. 


One of the novelists of this century to best capture the reality and spirit of life in America was Sinclair 
Lewis. His writing style was rough but insightful, and Lewis had great skill in producing realistic dialogue. 
The son of a country doctor, Lewis grew up in small-town Minnesota. After a year at Oberlin College in Ohio, 
he studied at Yale University and graduated in 1908. He spent the next few years in editorial and 
newspaper work at various places around America while he wrote short stories and poems on the side. 

It was while living in New York City that he published his first book in 1912, titled Hike and the Aeroplane. 
Several other books followed of varying success. But in 1920, he wrote Main Street, a powerful satire about 
the dullness of small town life. The novel was incredibly successful, smashing many long-held sentimental 
beliefs about rural villages. 

Lewis’s favorite book was Arrowsmith written in 1925. It told the story of a young doctor and his struggle 
between his personal desires and his scientific ideals. For Arrowsmith, Lewis was awarded a Pulitzer Prize, 
but he turned it down because he thought the book did not have enough literary merit. 

Perhaps Lewis’s most famous book was Elmer Gantry, written in 1927, a merciless satire about a 
Midwestern minister. Many people were outraged by Lewis’s portrayal of an immoral preacher, but critics 
and most of America were greatly impressed by the high quality of the book. Lewis was the first American 
ever to win a Nobel Prize for literature, in part on the strength of that book. 

In the 1930s, he turned to the theater, writing plays and sometimes acting in his own works. There, his 
skills as a mimic and public speaker made him a talented actor. But in general, after the 1930s, the quality 
of Lewis's work began to decline. In spite of this, he continued writing. By the time of his death in 1951, 
Lewis had written 22 books and numerous short stories and other works.

So over the past month, we've looked at primate social behavior, looking for clues about 
our early human ancestors. The philosopher Aristotle once called man a political animal. In 
fact, many elements of our political behavior are very evident in the social activities of 
chimpanzees. 

You mean primates have politics? 

In a way, yes —-they have a constant jostling for power, they form coalitions, and they plot 
strategies. Take the case I studied of three chimps named Arnold, Bugs, and Chris. Arnold 
was the traditional alpha male or group leader of his chimp tribe. And as he was alpha 
male, all the other chimpanzees in the tribe greeted him frequently, a sign of dominance, as 
you can see in this graph. But after a time, Bugs decided he wanted to be the boss. He 
stopped greeting Arnold and instead began to harass him. But he did not do so alone. He 
had help from the tribe’s females and from a younger male, Chris. When Bugs became the 
dominant male, now he received more greetings from the others. This only lasted a short 
time before Arnold regained control. Eventually, in all this confusion, Chris, with the 
support of the chimp females, actually won control of the group. But because he was so 
young, he did not receive a majority of the greetings right away. It took a couple of years, as 
slowly Arnold lost support and the other chimps began to respect Chris’s leadership and 
give him the signs of respect. 

So the hierarchy of the group becomes formalized through the chimps greeting each other 
and showing submission? Boma ; 
Right, but it’s important to remember that an individual chimp’s influence does not always 
correspond to his or her rank. It also depends on age, experience, and connections. 

Very good. But it’s important to remember with our chimpanzee community, that politics 
are not bad or evil. They give their lives a logical coherence and even a democratic 
structure, allowing weaker members to participate. Once a balance is reached, the social 
hierarchy acts as a cohesive factor, putting limits on confrontation and conflict.

(professor) Okay, I’m kind of concerned about the quality of essays I've been receiving lately, so I want 
to go over what makes a good essay. Now all essays have essentially three parts. What are 
they? ; 

(man) The introduction, body, and conclusion. 

(professor) Very good. It’s important to have all three sections, fully developed. For an introduction to 


be complete you need to begin generally and become increasingly specific. This is where 
your thesis statement will be. The thesis is your original idea, the reason you are writing 
your essay. A thesis is not just a statement of fact; it is an original idea. 

(woman) Where does the thesis go? 

(professor) It’s always the last sentence of the introduction. If it is not there, you've made a major 
mistake. After the introduction comes the body. This is where you will prove your thesis. 
The essay usually has three major proofs for the thesis. You should start with your 
strongest proof first, and weaker ones later. The body is where you will include all your 
quotes and sources.

Ex.2 Listen to part of a lecture in a biology class. The professor is talking about horses. 


Horses have a long and interesting history, and the study of their complex evolution is one of the most 
extensive and intensive searches done by scientists. As a result, the evolutionary story of the horse is 
perhaps the best documented and most complete of that of any animal. 

Whereas people have been around for about 2 million years, the earliest horses were in existence over 60 
million years ago, just after the end of the age of dinosaurs. Evidence of those early horses can be found in 
North America and Europe, with researchers thinking that the horse probably first originated in North 
America. 

The oldest ancestor of the horse is called the Eohippus, which means “dawn horse.” It looked very different 
from the modern horse. It was about the size of a fox, and looked a little like a cross between a dog anda 
rabbit. It ranged from 10 to 20 inches high at the shoulder, with a high, arching back, a long tail, and a long 
snout. The feet of the Eohippus had four toes, like a dog, and simple teeth designed for chewing leaves. 
What is the main topic of this lecture? 


Ex.3 Listen to a discussion between a professor and his students in a materials science. The class 
is on cork. 


(professor) We've been talking a lot lately about versatile materials that can be used in a wide variety 
of ways, such as plastics and chalk. Today, though, I want to talk about cork. Where does 
cork come from? 


(man) Cork is the bark of a kind of oak tree that grows mainly in North Africa, Spain, and 
Portugal. 

(professor) That's right. Virtually all the world’s cork comes from this region. A cork tree can usually 
live about 150 years, with a new layer of cork maturing every nine years. 

(man) Why is cork different than regular bark? 

(professor) It’s because of the unique cell structure of cork. Each cell has a tiny amount of air trapped 
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in it, so that more than 50 percent of the volume of a piece of cork is actually trapped air. 
Because of its structure, cork is one of the lightest of all natural solid substances. It is 
resistant to moisture, is chemically stable, and does not transmit heat. The most important 
property of cork is its compressibility. 


What is the main subject of this discussion? 


Ex. 4 Listen to part of a lecture in a philosophy class. The professor is talking about 
transcendentalism. 


One of the most influential movements in America in the mid-19th century was transcendentalism — a 
philosophy that both reflected and inspired American individualism and independence. It was a movement 
of philosophical idealism that reached its height in New England in the 1840s, and inspired the work of 
Emerson, Margaret Fuller, Thoreau, Bronson Alcott, and many others. Together, the transcendentalists 
rebelled against the coldness of 18th- -century philosophy, with its emphasis on reason and the senses. 
Instead, the transcendentalists argued for the supremacy of mind over matter and defended intuition as a 
guide to truth. 

The term “transcendental” was used originally for concepts that have no limits. But for those thinkers in 
New England, “transcendental” was used for ideas that did not come from sense experience, but that were 
purely from thought. In many ways, this New England transcendentalism was a kind of the new 
romanticism that came from France and Germany originally. It was inspired by writers such as Kant, Hegel, 
Goethe, and most notably Coleridge. 


What is the main idea of this lecture? 


Ex.5 Listen to a professor and his students in a biology class discussing information on cloning. 


(man) Professor Brundle, we’ve been talking about the science of cloning for the past couple of 
weeks; but even if the technology is possible, I was wondering if it is a good idea. 
(professor) That's an interesting question. Lots of people think that cloning is too scary and that 


scientists should not play around with nature. But in fact, there are some very useful 
reasons to develop cloning. 

(woman) Like in order to help endangered species? 

(professor) That’s one good example. Many people want to use cloning to help save endangered 
species, especially animals like cheetahs and pandas that are dangerously few in number 
and that reproduce poorly in captivity. 

(man) How about extinct animals? 

(professor) Now that is a more ambiguous and difficult idea. Not for dinosaurs or anything like that — 
they have been extinct so long that it would be almost impossible to find any usable DNA. 
But people are looking into cloning animals that only recently became extinct, so it is 
possible to get good copies of their DNA. For example, there is a Spanish mountain goat 

-called the “bucardo” that died out just a couple of years ago; scientists managed to save 
some of the DNA of the last known bucardo female. But even this has complications. Even 
if the scientists successfully clone this goat, this produces just one single bucardo. And 
without a member of the opposite sex, they cannot reproduce the species. So now scientists 
are trying to figure out a way to make a male bucardo from that female bucardo DNA. 


What is the main idea of this discussion? 


Ex.6 Listen to part of a lecture in an American history class. The professor is talking about the 
Mexican War. 


The Mexican War represents one of the most dubious events in American history — a shameless land grab of 
some of the most valuable territory in North America, thinly veiled by the United States as a war of defense. 
Americans had been streaming into the Mexican territory of Texas for years, resulting in revolution and a 
sort of independence by 1836. The Mexican War grew out of a border dispute between the two nations. 
Texas, when part of Mexico, stretched all the way down to the Rio Grande River. When Texas entered into 
the United States, however, its southeastern boundary was changed to the Nueces River, 100 miles 
eastward. 
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On January 13th, 1846, American President James Polk ordered American troops to march to the Rio 
Grande. When, that May, a Mexican force crossed the river at Palo Alto, Polk used the incident as an excuse 
to start the war. 

On September 14, 1847, American forces entered Mexico City, the capital of Mexico, bringing the fighting to 
an end. It took until February 1848 for the two countries to sign the Treaty of Guadalupe-Hidalgo. In this 
treaty, Mexico accepted the Rio Grande River as the border and ceded its northern provinces to America in 
exchange for $15 million. It was a trivial amount of money for lands with so much mineral wealth, including 
gold. In addition to California and Texas, this territory would later become the American states of Nevada, 
Utah, Arizona, Colorado, and Wyoming. 


What is the speaker’s opinion of the Mexican War? 


Ex.7 Listen to a discussion between two students in a geography class. The class is on Niagara 
Falls. 


(man) I heard you're going to Niagara Falls with your geology class. I bet that’s really exciting. 

(woman) Yeah, we've been reading about it in class for a while now. Niagara Falls is definitely the 
most impressive waterfall in the world. Not because they are the biggest - they’re only 167 
feet high at the tallest point, and there are lots of waterfalls higher than that. But Niagara 
Falls is amazing because of the amount of water going over them - 12 million cubic feet 
every minute, or 380,000 tons. The plunging water also sends out a never-ending roar as it 
strikes the bottom. In fact, “Niagara” comes from the Iroquois Indian word meaning 
“thunder of waters.” 

(man) That is impressive. Is Niagara Falls American? 

(woman) The falls are divided into two parts by Goat Island. The American side is northeast of Goat 
Island — it’s a straight strip about 1000 feet long. The larger Canadian portion on the 
southwest side is called the Horseshoe Falls, on account of its shape. It’s about 3,000 feet 
long. Before going over the American side, the water is only about 3% feet deep, while it’s 
around 20 feet deep on the Canadian side, so in fact the Canadian side accounts for about 
95% of the total water going over the falls. 


What is the main idea of this discussion? 


Ex.8 Listen to part of a lecture in a geography class. The professor is talking about settlement 
patterns. 


The United States was settled in a much different manner than nations in the Old World. In Europe and 
elsewhere, cities and rural areas grew and developed slowly and relatively densely, in harmony with 
geography and the landscape. But the pattern of settlement in America was more disordered and random. 
Although the land that now is the United States was inhabited before any Europeans arrived, those pre- 
European settlement patterns had virtually no impact on the contemporary nation. When the Europeans 
and others came to the New World, they quickly and dramatically re-ordered the land. The land was so vast 
and full of resources, and the population so spread out and mobile, that development came chaotically. 
Patterns of rural settlement indicate much about the history, economy, society, and minds of those who 
created them. From the beginning, the prevalent official policy of the British and then the U.S. government 
was to promote agricultural and other settlement — to push the frontier westward as fast as physical and 
economic conditions permitted. The federal government administered the nation’s lands, most of which were 
acquired in the Louisiana Purchase of 1803, and later past the Mississippi River to the west coast in 1819. 
Federal land managers surveyed, numbered, and mapped their territory in advance of settlement, beginning 
with Ohio in the 1780s. 


What is the main idea of this lecture? 
Ex.9 Listen to a discussion between a professor and his student in an American culture class. The 


class is on the Beats. 


(professor) So we're continuing our discussion of American culture in the 50s by talking about the 
Beats. The Beats never sold like the mainstream literature of the time, but their effects 
were extremely far-reaching. What can you tell me about the Beat movement? 

(woman) The Beat poets were rebelling against middle class life, embracing alcohol, self-destruction 
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and despair instead. 

(professor) It might look that way, but the Beat poets were actually embracing life. It was life on their 
own terms, shocking to many people, but still it was a quest for a visionary and 
spontaneous way of life. The Beats began in Greenwich Village, in New York City, where 
they sought personal rather than social solutions to their anxieties. Their road to 
enlightenment and freedom lay in street life, jazz, Buddhism, and a vagabond spirit that 
took them speeding back and forth across the country from New York to San Francisco. 


(woman) So in a way, the crazy anarchy of the Beats played an important role in preparing the way 
for the more widespread youth revolt of the 1960s. 
(professor) Exactly. Their work led to the images of rebellion, like James Dean and Marlon Brando and 


others, but they were not about just rebelling themselves; they were chiefly about living 
and freedom.

So he opened his colony to 
members of all religious faiths and to those with no religious faith — a radical idea at the 
time. Penn gave his colonists a popular government, with the right to elect their own 
assembly and make their own laws.

Ex.2 Listen to part of a lecture in a literature class. The professor is talking about science fiction. 


Science fiction is a genre that often gets little respect from academics and “serious” literary critics. But in fact, 
science fiction is a broad and popular subject that authors have long turned to contemplating our world. 

By the term “science fiction,” we merely mean stories about the effects of science or future events on human 
beings. Common subjects include the future, time or space travel, life on other planets, and crises created 
by technology or alien creatures. With such a broad mandate, it is not surprising there is a wide variety of 
stories over time that can be classified as science fiction. 

In its modern form the first true science fiction book is probably Mary Shelley’s Frankenstein, written in 
1818. In that book, Shelley used the story of Frankenstein’s monster as a way of exploring the potential of 
science for both good and evil. The greatest writer of science fiction in the 19th century was the French 
author Jules Verne. He explored a wide array of subjects, from space travel to underground and undersea 
exploration, mostly writing about travel to exotic and fantastic locations. 

The best English science fiction writer in this period was H.G. Wells. Wells was more interested in biology 
and evolution and the social consequences of inventions than the exact science of the inventions. 

In the 19th century, many American writers tried their hands at science fiction, too, including Edgar Allan 
Poe, Mark Twain, and Nathaniel Hawthorne. Poe in particular was an important contributor to this genre, 
with tales that crossed back and forth between fantasy and science fiction. 
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Who does the speaker call the greatest science fiction author of the 19th century? 


Ex.3 Listen to part of a lecture in a botany class. The professor is talking about corn. 


Corn is a member of the grass family and is one of the most popular of all the cereals. There are over 1000 
different types of corn, including popcorn, sweet corn and soft corn. Corn even has different names in other 
parts of the world. Traditionally in Britain, corn referred to other types of cereal grains — usually wheat in 
England, and oats in Scotland. There, what Americans call corn is called “maize” or “Indian corn.” 

Corn is also a mysterious crop. Researchers have been unable to find any of its wild ancestors. Wild plants 
need to be able to take care of themselves. But corn does not grow well in the wild. For example, the way 
corn reproduces is not very practical. The top of each corn stalk produces pollen, and the corn “ears” receive 
the pollen. But the ears are completely wrapped with leaves, and only very little bits of pollen-receiving 
filaments stick out of the end. Therefore the filaments cannot get much pollen unless the plants have a lot 
of neighbors — no problem in a farmer’s field, but uncommon in the wild. Furthermore, there is no evidence 
of corn ever existing anywhere except in the Americas, nor is there any proof of how corn was first 
cultivated. 


Why does the speaker call corn a mysterious crop? 


Ex. 4 Listen to a professor and his students in a zoology class discussing information on 


hibernation. 
(man) | So what kinds of animals hibernate? 
(professor) Actually, many different kinds do. Mammals like squirrels, mice, bats, and bears can 


hibernate in burrows, caves, or hollow trees. And the most famous is the groundhog, 
which, according to folklore, is said to come out of its burrow on February 2nd every year, 
only to go back in for six more weeks if it sees its shadow. 

(woman) I see. How about insects? 

(professor) That's a good question. Most insects do. They hide under dead leaves or burrow in the 
ground. They can even freeze solid! When the warmer weather comes in spring, the insects 
crawl out to resume living. Even freshwater fish hibernate, in a way. They become very 
sluggish and stop eating and even can bury themselves in the mud. 


(woman) If northern animals hibernate when it gets too cold, do animals near the equator hibernate 
when it gets too hot? 
(professor) Actually, yes. In deserts and dry areas, some animals go into their burrows during the 


hottest times, only this is called “aestivation” when it is done to escape the heat. And the 
desert tortoise actually both hibernates and aestivates. a"

Ex.5 Listen to part of a lecture in a biology class. The professor is talking about farming. 


The rise of farming was one of the greatest revolutions in human history. Domestication refers to the 
evolutionary process where humans, either intentionally or unintentionally, alter the genetic makeup of a 
population of plants or animals. Sometimes this modification goes so far that the species is unable to 
survive or reproduce without human assistance. 

Why the first people switched to food production from foraging is a mystery. Early people clearly knew about 
the connection between seeds and plants, so knowledge is not the reason. Nor is farming easier than 
foraging. In fact, farming is clearly more difficult work, and farmers usually work far longer hours than most 
foragers. Furthermore, farming produces more undesirable food; that is, of the different food that foragers 
might eat, the least favored ones were typically the foods that were domesticated. Finally, farming is not 
more secure than foraging, either. Low species diversity means that farms are very vulnerable to various 
crises. 

In order to understand why farming began, we can look at the first farmers — a people called the “Natufians” 
in the Jordan River Valley around 10,300 years ago. As the weather warmed, the lands in this area became 
more seasonal — with warmer and drier summers. This caused the plants in the area to change, with the 
most successful being annuals, like wild cereals, peas and lentils. The Natufians needed to gather and store 
seeds more in the plentiful times in order to have enough to eat through the dry season. The need to store 
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food and relative scarcity of water made the Natufians more sedentary, less mobile. Completely accidentally, 
these people started to alter the plants in the area simply by the act of harvesting and storing wild grains. 
Eventually, they began to deliberately try to promote the growth of their plants.

Ex.6 Listen to a professor and a student in a geology class discussing information on ancient 


continents. 
(woman) Professor, I was reading about some sort of ancient world called “Pangaea” the other day. 
What is that? 
(professor) Well, Pangaea refers to a time when there was only one large landmass in the world, about 


250 million years ago. Because the Earth is made up of several great plates that move 
about, the shape of the Earth’s landmasses changes over time. 

(woman) So what happened to Pangaea? 

(professor) As the Earth’s plates moved, gradually Pangaea broke apart. First, around the Jurassic 
Period 200 million years ago, it broke into a northern and a southern continent, called 
Laurasia and Gondwana. And by about 100 million years ago, in the Cretaceous Period, 
Gondwana had broken apart, too. About 50 million years ago, the various landmasses 
began to collide and rejoin, first with India connecting to Asia, then Europe and Africa, too. 
Finally, about 5 million years ago, South and North America joined together to give us the 
world we know today. 

(woman) What was there before Pangaea? 

(professor) We just don’t know very well. There is not much ocean crust that is older than 250 million 
years, so dating further back is very difficult. Some people think there was always Pangaea, 
but more likely the process I just described was simply happening over and over again. 


Why do geologists not know what the world was like before Pangaea? 


Ex. 7 Listen to part of a lecture ina physiology class. The professor is talking about bones. 


The bones are the part of the body least susceptible to disease. However, bones are liable to injury, 
particularly from falls, being hit, or traffic accidents. The most frequent injury is the fracture, when a bone 
breaks. . 

There are several different kinds of fractures. The most common type is the simple fracture — a broken bone 
deep beneath the skin. If the skin is pierced by the broken bone, then it is called a “compound fracture.” 
These breaks can be either impacted or comminuted. An impacted fracture is one in which the broken ends 
have been jammed together. A comminuted fracture, however, is when the broken bone is crushed or 
splintered into two or more fragments. 

The bones of young children and older people are very different. In young children, the fracture is more 
likely to be what doctors call a “greenstick” fracture. That is, the bone splinters and bends instead of 
breaking outright, like a green, living stick of wood instead of a dry twig. People’s bones become more brittle 
as they grow older, and more susceptible to serious breaks. 


What is a greenstick fracture? 


Ex.8 Listen to part of a lecture in a literature class. The professor is talking about science fiction. 


The 20 years, from 1935 to 1955, were a golden age for science fiction, with many new magazines started. 
In 1937, when John Wood Campbell, Jr. became editor of Astounding Stories, he began to showcase a new 
type of science fiction writing. As a writer himself, Campbell had already started to emphasize mood and 
characterization. As an editor, he helped to encourage other authors to produce science fiction with serious 
literary merit. Later magazines, like The Magazine of Fantasy and Science Fiction in the 1940s and Galaxy 
Science Fiction in the 1950s, continued this shift in emphasis. 

The 60s saw a new concern for humanistic values and experimental techniques. British writers dominated 
what was called the “New Wave” movement, but it also had prominent American participants, most notably 
Harlan Ellison. Ellison hated the term “science fiction” and its diminutive, “sci-fi,” preferring to call his work 
“magical realism.” ;

Cyberpunk authors portrayed 
decentralized societies dominated by technology and science, emphasizing technological detail, intricate 
plots, and a confusing, dazzling style.

The continual spread and sprawl of cities in America has created some novel patterns of settlement. Most 
notable is the so-called “megalopolis” or supercity, a combining of two or more sizable cities whose 
boundaries have grown together. The first examples of this appeared in the 19th century in Europe as well 
as Japan. But nowhere in the world are there supercities that rival the size or complexity of those in 
America. 

There are several supercities in America. The greatest one runs along the Atlantic coast, from Portland, 
Maine to Richmond, Virginia. This huge area is almost continuous urban sprawl, featuring many of the 
oldest cities in America. It includes major cities such as Washington D.C., Baltimore, Philadelphia, New 
York City, and Boston. 

One of the few predictions that seem safe in such a dynamic and rapidly-changing land as the United 
States, since few people are willing to put up with severe and economically painful controls on the use of 
land, is that the nation will only continue to become more megametropolitan.

Ex.3 Listen to a discussion between a professor and his students in an anthropology class. The 
class is on primates. 


(woman) Professor, we’ve been studying about how primates evolved into hominids and other 
human relatives. But I was wondering how primates first evolved. 
(professor) That’s an interesting question, Jen. The first primates evolved at a time of great change all 


over the world. It was just after the age of dinosaurs, about 65 million years ago. Mammals 
started to undergo an incredible period of adaptive radiation. 

(man) What’s adaptive radiation? 

(professor) That’s when a species begins to branch out and evolve into other species. The first 
mammals were mostly small, nocturnal carnivores. But when the dinosaurs died out, all of 
a sudden there was a huge amount of space in the ecosystem to handle new organisms. 
The new mild climate of the period and the evolution of new kinds of plants caused the 
spread of dense, lush tropical and subtropical forests over much oi the Earth. With these 
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forest belts, the stage was set for the evolution of some mammals from a rodent-like ground 
existence to the trees. Anyhow, by 40 million years ago, some of those primitive mammals 
had evolved into the “Adapidae,” creatures that were active during daylight, ate nuts and 
leaves, and lived in the trees. Physically, they had slightly larger brains, smaller snouts, 
and eyes that were more forward. 

(man) So what happened next? 

(professor) Again, a climate change occurred, at about 30 million years ago. The temperature plunged, 
and for the first time, the poles were covered in ice. There were suddenly many fewer places 
where the Adapidae could live. This led to the development of the famous ancestor, 
Aegyptopithecus, or “Egyptian ape,” named for where the first fossils were discovered.

Ex 4 Listen to part of a lecture in a physiology class. The professor is talking about the skeleton. 


One of the most recognizable parts of our bodies is our skeleton. In human beings, mammals, and many 
other animals, bones provide a framework for the body. They support the softer tissues by supplying 
surfaces for the attachment of muscles, tendons, and ligaments. The soft tissues which the bones support 
also hold the bones together. The entire structure of the soft tissues does so indirectly. At the joints, fibrous 
bands of tissue, usually in the form of ligaments, supply direct connections to join bones and hold them 
together. Bones are also responsible for protecting many vital organs, as the chest encloses the heart and 
lungs, and the skull protects the brain. 

Bones, like all living organs, require blood. Large bones have one or inore nutrient arteries, usually around 
the center of the top of the bone. Nerves and veins also enter with the arteries. The veins are especially large 
and numerous in the spongy bone because they have to carry away all the blood cells formed by the red 
marrow.

For example, a single factory in Massachusetts had more textile workers than the entire 
state of South Carolina. Less than 15 percent of all the goods manufactured in the United States in 1860 
came from the South; the region did not really develop an industrial society. Its textile manufacturers 
depended on the North for machinery, for skilled workers, for financing, and for insurance. New Orleans, 
the biggest city in the South, did not even have a single publisher as late as 1846. 

In the North, though, manufacturing expanded in so many directions that it is difficult to summarize it. The 
discovery of rich coalfields in Pennsylvania allowed access to cheap power to run the factories. Between 
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1825 and 1850, a huge number of important inventions were first developed — the sewing machine, the lead 
pencil, matches, and industrial-strength rubber.

The class is on space exploration. 


(professor) Although when we think of the space race and space exploration, we usually think of 
America’s NASA, in fact many other countries around the world have space programs.

After all, they were able to put the 
first man into space. 

(professor) That's true. And until recently the Russians had the Mir space station in orbit around the 
Earth. 

(man) Western Europe has been really increasing its space presence in recent years. 

(professor) That's right. Several European countries have formed a consortium, working together 

; mostly to launch satellites into orbit. 
(woman) Even the Chinese space program is increasingly active these days. Even though they have 


not yet put any astronauts into space, they are launching ever more rockets and are

(professor) Last week we finished our look at the various grasses. Today I want to move on to 
trees. Who can tell me what are the basic parts of a tree? 
(man) The most important parts, like most plants, are the roots, trunk, and leaves. The roots hold 


the tree in place and absorb water and minerals for the tree. The trunk is protected by a 
layer of bark and contains the transportation columns that carry nutrients up and down 


_- , the tree. 

(woman) And the center of the trunk is a woody column called the pith, often made up of crushed 
waste cells. The leaves are where photosynthesis occurs, turning carbon dioxide into 
oxygen. 

(professor) Very good. And what are the uses of trees? How is their role in the ecosystem? 

(man) Well, besides providing a large amount of the oxygen that we breathe, the most important 


ecological function of trees is protecting the land against erosion — the wearing away of 
topsoil due to wind and water. 

(professor) It’s good to see you've done your readings this week. Now let’s turn to page 192 and go over 
the interaction between trees and other plants, like flowers or grasses, in a simple ‘ 
ecosystem. 


What are the important ecological functions of trees? 


Ex.3 Listen to part of a lecture in an ecology class. The professor is talking about mammals. 


By 180 million years ago, the first true mammals appeared. These first mammals were small and flesh 
eating — feeding mostly on things sch as insects, worms, and eggs. They seem to have been nocturnal, 
which is probably why the senses of smell and hearing became so developed in mammals. In the dark of 
night, vision is much less useful than scent or sound. This development in the senses improved mammals’ 
ability to process information, and in the process also improved the corresponding part of the brain - the 
cerebral cortex. 
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For 100 million years, in spite of being smarter and more energetic, mammals were marginal animals, far 
less common than dinosaurs. That is because mammals, being warm-blooded, need more energy than 
reptiies. High-quality foods, such as fruits, nuts, and the seeds of flowering plants evolved only at the end of 
the Cretaceous Period. The other animals that mammals ate, worms and insects, were limited in number 
until the rise of flowers and fruits provided new ecological niches for them. 

In addition, it was hard for mammals to spread because reptiles already had most of the available ecological 
niches. With the mass extinction of so many reptiles at the end of the Cretaceous, around 65 million years 
ago, a number of existing niches became available to the mammals. At the same time, whole new spaces in 
the ecosystem were opened up as the new grasses provided abundant food in dry places, and flowering 
plants provided high-quality food elsewhere. 


Why did mammals not replace the dinosaurs for so long? 


Ex.4 Listen to a professor and his students in a physics class discussing information on 
properties of light. 


(professor) So we've been discussing some of the properties associated with light over the past couple 
of weeks — how it travels, what it’s made out of, and how our knowledge of light has 
changed over the years. Today, though, I'd like to talk about the future of light. 

(woman) Professor, the future of light? 

(professor) Yes, scientists recently made a huge breakthrough when they brought light to a full stop. 
Usually, light can travel through space at 186,000 miles per second. But when light passes 
through other media, like water or glass, it slows down a little. That’s how lenses and 
eyeglasses work and why, when you look at something in a swimming pool, it seems all 
distorted. So what researchers have done is that they’ve discovered that by passing laser 
light through different kinds of super-cooled gases, they could slow it down a lot. 

(man) What kind of gases? Z| 


(professor) They tried a lot of different ones, but the gas that worked best is something called 
rubidium, which is actually a metallic element. 

(woman) And are there any praetical applications to stopping light? 

(professor) Many. The biggest areas could be in the development of quantum computers and quantum 


communications. Quantum computers would be vastly faster than the ones we use now. 
And quantum communications cannot be eavesdropped on or tapped. Currently, these use 
electricity to store information and transmit data. But electricity has its drawbacks. Light 
would be much more efficient, but in order to use light, we need to be able to hold it still 
and store it. 


What are some of the ways still light could be used in technology? 


Ex.5 Listen to part of a lecture in a geography class. The professor is talking about Kansas. 


Kansas is called the Sunflower State, and is located in the north-central region of the United States. It is a 
large state and only moderately populated. 

Its chief natural resource is its rich soil. Large, flat plains dominate much of the state, making it ideal for 
agriculture. In fact, about 90% of Kansas is cropland or pasture. The most important crop by far is wheat, 
but hay is also quite common. Some smaller crops are corn, soybeans, and barley. Only about 6% of the 
state's population is involved in manufacturing. : 

Other natural resources in Kansas include petroleum, natural gas, and even a few salt mines. 


What are the major two crops in Kansas? 


Ex.6 Listen to a discussion between two students in a physics class. The class is on plasma. 


(man): I'm having real troubles with our latest unit in physics class. - 

(woman) You mean the one on plasma? I understand it pretty well, so you can ask me any questions 
you want. 

(man) Well, what exactly is plasma? Is it a gas or a liquid or what? 

(woman) That is confusing. We usually talk about three kinds of matter — solids, liquids, and gases. 


But in fact, there is a fourth state - plasma. Plasma is actually the highest energy state of 
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all matter. 

In a normal gas, atoms just bounce around freely, occasionally bumping into one another. 
As the gas is heated, the atoms move more quickly and bounce into each other with more 
energy. But at higher temperatures, they have so much energy that they actually knock 
away electrons from the atoms during the collisions. When many atoms in a gas lose 
electrons, the gas becomes just a mixture of electrons and positive particles. And this 
mixture is called plasma. 

(man) I see. And is plasma very common? 

(woman) It’s the most common substance in the universe. 90% of everything is plasma. Most 
notably, stars are all made of plasma. Auroras and lightning are also plasma. The earth 
itself is bathed in a plasma called the solar wind, and is surrounded by a dense plasma 
called the ionosphere. But here on Earth, you're probably more familiar with neon and 
fluorescent lights — they're plasma, too. 

(man) So why is there so much plasma in the universe? 

(woman) Well, in interstellar space, clouds of hydrogen gas are really spread out, so if an electron 
escapes from a hydrogen nucleus, there is very little chance that it will meet another 
nucleus and combine to form a neutral atom. And in the interiors of most stars, the 
temperatures are so high that atoms break down into electrons and bare nuclei. These 
nuclei move about at tremendous speeds and often collide with one another so strongly 
that they merge to form larger nuclei. This process, called a fusion reaction, gives off a 
great deal of energy. 


What are the major causes of plasma in the universe? 


Ex.7 Listen to part of a lecture in an engineering class. The professor is talking about locks. 


‘Locks are special kinds of fastening devices used to prevent unauthorized entry, exit, or use of equipment. 
Of course, the use of locks is nothing new. Egyptians developed sophisticated locking devices over 4,000 
years ago, including the sliding bolt lock. The ancient Greeks invented the key, so that locks could be 
opened or closed from the outside as well as the inside. 
Today, however, two kinds of key-locks are most common — warded locks and tumbler locks. Warded locks 
are simple and inexpensive, but can be opened easily by skeleton keys. The key for a warded lock resembles 
a flag on a pole — a long shaft with a specially-designed end, shaped to fit the lock. 
Tumbler locks are used where greater precautions are needed. Tumbler locks use a number of small pins, 
or tumblers, in a row inside the lock. Each of these pins must be raised to a predetermined height before a 
key can turn to work the bolt. The tumbler lock was developed by a man named Robert Barron in the late 
18th century. Most of the keys we use today - car keys, house keys, or whatever — are tumbler locks. 
Combination locks are used when extreme security is needed. Instead of a key, the lock is operated by a 
‘pattern of movements of a knob or handle. Safes usually use combination locks. Time locks are equipped 
with clockwork devices, making them impossible to open except at specific times.

Ex.8 Listen to a professor and his student in an astronomy class discussing information on space 


probes. 

(woman) I was thinking of taking astronomy. Is there much of interest going on in the field these 
days? 

(professor) Most definitely. New telescopes, like the Hubble, are enabling astronomers on Earth to see 
more of the universe than ever before. 

(woman) Actually, I was more interested in planetary exploration. For example, is there any work 
being done these days exploring the planets of our solar system? 

(professor) Well, these days most people are concentrating on Mars. There is some evidence that Mars 

might contain water or even simple life forms. 
(woman) But didn’t NASA’s most recent projects to Mars fail? 
(professor) That is true, the last couple of projects were not successful. In 1999, NASA lost a Mars 


orbiter and a lander, just before they were to begin operating. The Orbiter burned up in the 
atmosphere because managers did not convert some numbers from Imperial to metric 
correctly; and the lander crashed into the surface because of a software glitch. But there is 
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a lot of other exciting work going on. In fact, they’ve scheduled eight more probes over the 
next two decades. There will be a new orbiter in 2001, two land rovers in 2003, then an 
even more powerful orbiter in 2005, and a kind of mobile laboratory in 2007. In fact, NASA 
might even send a return mission — one that collects samples of Martian soil or rock and 
returns to Earth — starting in 2011.

Insects appeared on earth long before man or the earliest mammals. The oldest fossils of insects’ ancestors 
date back some 350 million years ago. The first insects most likely evolved from primitive ringed worms. 
Since then, they have evolved into perhaps the most successful animals on the land. ' 
Because insects have so many enemies, they have developed many means of self-defense. One of the most 
common is flight. Many insects like bees, mosquitoes, and butterflies are able to hover high above the earth 
where many land animals would otherwise eat them. 

Other insects are specially adapted for hiding. The flattened bodies of cockroaches and bedbugs enable 
them to disappear into narrow cracks. 

Others hide by means of camouflage, looking like twigs, leaves or other natural phenomena. Butterflies and 
moths are famous for their elaborate and sometimes beautiful color schemes. 

Still other insects have armor or weapons. Beetles have tough, horny shells. Bees can sting potential 
enemies. And the bombardier beetle can actually eject a smelly vapor explosively from its tail.

The idea of dividing the powers of the government like this was that no one body could take 
control and override the will of the people. For the founding fathers of the United States, protecting America 
from tyranny was one of their most important goals. 

The executive branch is headed by the president of the United States. Today, the president's power has 
grown much from what it was in George Washington's day when America was first founded. For example, 

’ America’s first president had only four Cabinet departments — state, treasury, war, and justice. Today, 
however, there are 12 departments and over 50 major agencies. 

_ The legislative branch of government is the Congress. This is the part of government responsible for making 
the laws of the land. The American Congress is divided into two parts — the House of Representatives and 
the Senate. The House of Representatives has 435 members who are elected on the basis of population. The 
Senate has 100 members, 2 per state regardless of state size. Together, these two bodies balance the will of 
the majority with the needs of individual states. 

’ The judiciary branch of the United States government is the Supreme Court. There are nine members of the 
Supreme Court, including the Chief Justice. The Supreme Court is the only one of the three branches that 
is not directly elected. Instead, the president nominates a person to the court and the Senate confirms the 
nomination. Once appointed, Supreme Court justices can serve for life.

Ralph Waldo Emerson’s book Nature, published in 1836, was the first significant statement of American 
transcendentalism. He said that the label “transcendental” was another word for “idealism” — that ideas are 
more important than the material world or the physical senses. He believed that people interested in the 
material world cared about facts and history, but that in fact thought, will, miracles and culture were all 
more important. His other major belief was in self-reliance, thinking that people were all completely capable 
of taking care of their own needs by themselves. He thought that the individual could be made spiritually 
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better through nature rather than through society. 

Henry David Thoreau was the one who put Emerson’s ideas into practice. In 1845, when he was just 28 
years old, he moved to a small cabin he had made himself by Walden Pond in Massachusetts. There, he 
grew his own food and for the most part lived in isolation, writing and contemplation. He spent six weeks a 
year growing enough food to sell at a nearby town in order to earn enough money to pay for clothes and 
other items he could not make himself. He also spent time in jail in 1848 for not paying his taxes because 
he objected to how the government was going to use the money. From that experience, he wrote an 
extremely influential essay on the necessary role of civil disobedience in society. 

Margaret Fuller was the founder and was first editor of The Dial, the quarterly newsletter of the 
transcendentalists begun in 1840. She applied their ideas to women’s rights, and firmly believed that both 
men and women have equal potential. She even took up with women’s rights groups in Italy and fought over 
there. Unfortunately, she drowned at sea in 1850.

Over the past 2 million years, North America has been periodically steamrollered by a series of massive Ice 
Ages. Four major times, thick sheets of ice, thousands of feet thick, spread down from the north to churn 
up and wrack the land as far south as Kentucky and Kansas. The climate was only about 12 degrees cooler 
then than now, but that was enough so that the summer heat was no longer enough to melt the snow of the 
previous winter. So the snow and ice built up year after year until they covered much of the north. 
Such massive sheets of ice creeping across the continent had great affects on the land. The ice flow carried 
boulders and soil southward until it reached a climate warm enough to melt it completely each summer. As 
it melted, it dropped its rocks and dirt into a kind of heap called a moraine, along the line of melting. When 
warmer summers drove the glaciers back north, the moraines were left behind. Today they look like broad, 
gently sloping mounds across the landscape. 
As a moving glacier passes over a tough, resistant rock hill, the debris carried in the glacier smooths the 
shape of the uphill side, while scratching striations in the rock. These upward-pointing mounds are called 
“roches moutonnées.” 
Another formation glaciers cause is called a drumlin. Drumlins are mounds of soil deposited by the glacier. 
Drumlins tend to point downward, unlike the roches moutonnées, and they can be several miles long.

(professor) Very much so. The musicians are usually arranged in a semi-circle, with the strings spread 
out along the front. Woodwinds are in the center, and brass instruments are further back. 
At the very back is where the percussion instruments are usually located. 


The professor discussed where the various instruments in a modern orchestra are usually 
located.

Ex.3 Listen to.part of a lecture in a zoology class. The professor is talking about chimpanzees. 


The facial expressions of chimpanzees can reveal a lot about their mood at a particular time. Of all the great 
apes, chimpanzees have the most complex social structure, so effective communication between chimps is 
very important to keeping order. 

When simply calling to other chimps, it has a “calling face” — a relaxed look where the chimpanzee hoots 
playfully. This is used for simple communication. 

This contrasts with the “display face.” The display face is an aggressive face, particularly used during 
charging displays or when attacking another chimp. The strong frown and closed mouth is a danger sign. 
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The closed grin, on the other hand, is a sign of submission or subservience. Even though the chimpanzee is 
displaying its teeth, it is doing so in a respectful, fearful way. Often a low-ranked chimp when approaching a 
superior will make this expression as a show of respect.

(man) Yeah, but look at this cricket field. It’s totally different. Instead of a rectangle, the cricket 
field is an oval. The exact size does not matter so much, though in general the cricket field 
is much larger than football or soccer. The important part is the cricket pitch, in the middle 
of the field, where the pitcher throws to the batsman, and two wickets are 66 feet apa

(man) Baseball's field is more-irregular. It is square on two sides, and more rounded in the 
outfield. It must be at least 325 feet from the batter to the outfield wall. The infield is 
diamond-shaped, with four bases.

Ex.5 Listen to part of a lecture in a naval architecture class. The professor is talking about sailing 
ships. 


The classic wooden sailing ships of the British and French in the 18th and 19th centuries were quite a ~ 
sight. These great boats could hold up to 74 heavy cannons at a time. In order to be so big, much support 
and reinforcement were needed, and the boats reached 170 feet in length. 

The “head” of the ship referred to the very front or bow of the boat. The figurehead was the carving on the 
front that led the way, symbolically looking out for the ship. The next part of the ship was the forecastle 
(pronounced “foc’s’!”). This is where the ship’s kitchen, or galley, could be found, along with the stove 
chimney. It might seem strange to have the chimney at the front of the ship, but remember, these old ships 
were powered by the wind, so by putting the chimney at the front, it actually ensured smoke and odors blew 
away from the rest of the boat. 

After the foc’s’1 came the waist, where the upperdeck was actually open. Then came the quarterdeck, where 
the main mast was fixed. The stern or back of the ship was called the poop deck. This is where the captain’s 
and other officers’ quarters were located.

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Ex.6 Listen to two students in a meteorology class discussing information on clouds. 


(woman) This meteorology class is really tough. 

(man) Yeah, I remember taking it last year. It was difficult and a lot of work. What are you having 
problems with? 

(woman) We're studying clouds right now. I understand that clouds come from all the moisture in 
the atmosphere, but I don’t understand all the different kinds of clouds that can form. 

(man) Well, it takes more than moisture to form clouds — you also need the air to cool. And there 


are lots of reasons the air can cool down - the atmosphere in general cools down at higher 
altitudes, but mountains, turbulence or even power stations can cause clouds to form. 
(woman) But what about the different kinds of clouds? 
(man) Cloud names are classified by their height and shape. Low-level clouds that are small and 
dome-shaped are called “cumulus.” These small clouds are usually short-lived, lasting only 
15 minutes or so before dispersing. They are usually formed on sunny days, when localized 
currents lift and cool the air. 


(woman) How about those larger storm clouds? 

(man) The biggest is called cumulonimbus and can reach up to 7 miles in the air. Their high, 
flattened tops contain a lot of ice, which can suddenly fall to the ground in heavy showers 
or hail. 

(woman) And what are stratus clouds? 

(man) Stratus clouds are amorphous, very low-level clouds, usually featureless and gray. They 


can be so low in the sky they obscure hilltops or even extend all the way to the ground, and 
can occur in huge sheets covering thousands of kilometers. The other major form of clouds 
is cirrus clouds — those are the highest forming clouds and resemble wisps of hair or’ 
feathers.

Ex.7 Listen to part of a lecture in an architecture class. The professor is talking about domes. 


One of the most beautiful forms in classical architecture is the domed roof. Many of the greatest buildings 
in the world are instantly memorable for their domed roofs — such as St. Paul’s Cathedral in London or the 
Capitol in Washington D.C. 

Domes come in several different styles. The most basic type is the hemispherical dome, which has a 
spherical base and is a half-circle on top. There are many famous examples of this type of roof, such as St. 
Paul’s and the Dome of the Rock in Jerusalem. 

The saucer dome also has a circular base, but its top is less than a semi-circle. The Church of Santa Sophia 
in Turkey is a notable example of the saucer dome. 

The polyhedral dome is a dome with square sides instead of being circular. These flat sides form a dome on 
top that is angular, not circular. The Florence Cathedral in Italy is a polyhedral dome. 

Finally, there is also the onion dome. The onion dome looks remarkably different than the other kinds of 
domes. It can rest on either a circular or a square-sided base, but the dome itself goes outwards before 
rounding inwards to form a dome. Many Eastern Orthodox churches, such as St. Basil’s Cathedral in 
Moscow, have onion-shaped domes, as do many Muslim mosques.

Ex.8 Listen to part of a lecture in a physiology class. The professor is talking about the spine. 


The spine of humans has two main functions: it serves as a protective surrounding for the delicate spinal 
cord and forms the supporting backbone of the skeleton. The spine consists of 24 separate differently 
shaped bones called vertebrae. There are three types of vertebrae — the cervical vertebrae that go from the 
base of the skull to about the shoulders, the thoracic vertebrae that go from the shoulders to the lower 
back, and the lumbar vertebrae in the lower back. After the vertebrae is a triangular bone called the 
sacrum; it’s actually made up of several vertebrae that have fused together. At the very bottom of the spine 
is the coccyx, a small tail-like structure. Together, this arrangement allows the skull to move about freely up 
and down and from side to side, while also allowing maximum mobility to the whole body.

Questions 7-10 
Listen to part of a lecture in a history of science class. The professor is talking about alchemy. 


When most people think of alchemy, if they think of it at all, they think of superstition, pseudo-science, and 
frauds trying to turn lead into gold. But in fact, many of the greatest minds in history were believers in 
alchemy, from the dawn of civilization up until only a couple of hundred years ago. When we look at the 
many serious and important scientists who have engaged in alchemy over the years, we can see how it was 
the main way people tried to make sense of nature and the universe before modern science. 

Alchemists were a diverse lot, with many different secrets and ideas; but the key to almost all of them was 
something called “panvitalism” — the idea that the universe and everything in it was alive; plants and 
animals, but also minerals. Animals had the shortest and most complicated lives, minerals the longest and 
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simplest. Minerals were believed to grow from seeds, just as plants and animals do. These grew deep in the 
earth and rose to the surface, maturing as they moved. Depending on the path taken, they developed into 
different types of rocks. If a young mineral rose quickly along a poor route, it emerged in a bad form, like 
volcanic lava. If it rose slowly and well, it might emerge as gold. 

Most alchemists were not trying to turn lead into gold in order to make money. For most, making gold 
meant learning how to make a mineral more perfect. The means of making a mineral perfect might then be 
applicable to plant, animals, or even people. 

In their quest, alchemists looked for certain substances. The Philosopher’s Stone was the substance that 
combined with lesser rocks and turned them into gold. The Elixir of Life was a universal medicine, which 
would cure all sicknesses. And the “alkahest” was a universal solvent, which would dissolve all substances. 
For centuries, alchemy was based on the works of Aristotle, who proposed that all worldly substances were 
made up of four elements: air, earth, fire, and water. But alchemy began to turn into modern science with 
the work of Paracelsus in the 16th century. He did not believe in the science of Aristotle, so he sought to re- 
invent chemistry using only his own observations, without tradition. A Polish doctor named Sendivogius 
was inspired by Paracelsus’ work. He published a book about alchemy that was the most influential work of 
its kind for the next 100 years. Most importantly, he was the first to recognize that our air is a chemical 
mixture — amazing at a time when the very idea of gases was undiscovered. 

In the 17th century, alchemy was still the only way of thinking about the world. Even Sir Isaac Newton 
spent most of his life conducting alchemical experiments. Finally, only with the work of Lavoisier in the late 
1770s did alchemy finally end. Lavoisier recognized that what we breathe in the air is oxygen, and modern 
chemistry was born.

For one, advances in science and technology made food 
much more plentiful. Better food meant healthier populations, better able to resist 
diseases. And secondly, public health and sanitation greatly improved. 

(woman) What about advances in medical technology? 

(professor) Contrary to popular belief, that had little influence on death rates until the 20th century; it 
was mostly improvements to nutrition and sanitation. Over about a 100-year period, death 
rates in Europe declined from 50 per 1000 to below 20 per 1000, and life expectancy 
increased to over 50 years of age. In this transition stage, high birth rates and low death 
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rates meant that the population increased dramatically. This led to urbanization, as cities 
across Europe and America grew dramatically. Finally, around 1880, fertility rates began to 
decline and the Mature Demographic Stage began. Why this happened is not exoety 
known and is the cause of a lot of debate.

Of all the many birds that cover America, one of the largest and most common is the heron. These long- 
legged birds live in the marshes of saltwater lagoons, freshwater lakes, and rivers. They are expert 
fishermen, able to walk through shallow water so gently that they produce no ripples. When they see a fish, 
they jab their beaks into the water, catching their prey. 

Herons live all over North and South America, except the extreme polar regions. A hundred or more herons 
often live in a single nesting site, which is called a heronry. Their nests are crude platforms of sticks, 
usually placed in trees. The eggs number from three to six and are white or bluish green. 

Peopie often confuse herons and cranes. The difference is that herons and egrets fly with their necks curved 
back so that their head lies between the shoulders — cranes fly with their necks outstretched. 

In the U.S,, there are several major species of heron. The great blue heron ranges throughout the 
continental United States. It ranges from 42 to 50 inches long. Most of its body is a dull blue, with a long, 
black.crest on the back of the head. 

The green heron is common in the eastern United States and is between 16 and 22 inches long. Unlike most 
herons, the green heron is a solitary bird and does not live in large heronries. 

The largest of ali the herons is the great white heron. Reaching up to 55 inches long, with pure white 
plumage, the great white heron lives in the mangrove swamps of Florida. There are also the yellow heron 
and the black-crowned night heron. 
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The “egret” is a kind of heron. It usually refers to herons with extra-long, stylish white plumage, especially 
noticeable in the males during the breeding season. Egrets are pure white, but not as large as the great 
white heron. Instead, they range only up to 40 inches long. They live mostly in the west, from Oregon to 
California. Egrets are some of the most beautiful birds in North American. However, for the egret, its beauty 
was also a curse. Their feathers became highly prized by people for use on hats, clothes, and other types of 
decorating. So popular were they that the egret was nearly exterminated. Only protection by wildlife groups 
has allowed the egret to begin to populate America again.

One of America’s most successful vehicle-manufacturing companies was the Studebaker Brothers 
Manufacturing Company, or just “Studebaker” for short. Through hard work and a little luck, they managed 
to lift themselves up from having almost nothing to being one of the most successful vehicle manufacturers 
of the 19th and 20th centuries. 

The Studebaker brothers were children of John and Rebecca Studebaker, and were born between 1826 and 
1836. The family lived near Gettysburg, Pennsylvania until 1836 when they moved to Ohio. The boys went 
to regular, public schools and learned the blacksmith’s trade from their father. 

The two oldest brothers then moved to Indiana in 1850, where they used their savings to open their own 
blacksmith and wagon-building shop. That first year, they only made 3 wagons and only sold 2. 

It was during this period that the railroad began to make inroads into the Midwest. The resulting 
agricultural development increased demand for wagons. But the brothers’ best bit of luck came in 1858, 
when they received their first government contract to build wagons. Many other government contracts 
followed, and soon the Studebaker company was a financial success. Eventually, by the 1870s, they were 
the biggest horse-drawn vehicle manufacturer in the world. 

In 1897, they started to experiment with self-propelled, horseless vehicles. This led to electric and gasoline 
automobiles. By 1920, Studebaker was so successful in this new field of motorized vehicles that they 
stopped producing wagons altogether.

It 
has a hollow tail that ends with a single tail fiber. 

(man) And the protein shell protects the virus? 

(woman) Sort of. It also is needed to get the virus DNA into the cell. All cells need various proteins to 
live and to carry out their tasks. The protein shell of a virus often resembles the good 
proteins the cell uses. The cell gets fooled into thinking the virus is one of those good 
proteins, and lets it in. 

(man) And once inside, the virus takes over, right? 

(woman) That's right. The virus DNA sheds its protein coating and takes over the infected cell’s 
biological machinery, changing it so the cell now works for the virus. The virus makes 
thousands of copies of itself. Eventually, the cell bursts, and all the thousands of new 
phages go out in séarch of cells of their own to infect.

Architecture in America started out as simple imitations of what settlers had known in their home 
countries. However, America had a different climate and other special characteristics that meant that those 
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buildings were not always appropriate to this new land. Soon America developed unique architectural styles 
and techniques that were better suited to life there. 

For example, the first colonists in New England found that the winter winds there were much colder than in 
Europe. Therefore, new construction techniques were developed to keep those winds out of the home. 
Because wood was so plentiful in New England, clapboard became the most common style of building —- 
horizontal wood panels that overlapped the panels beneath them. Windows were small, and the center of 
the house had a large fireplace for cooking and for warmth. 

In the frontier regions, the well-known log cabin was most common. Relatively easy to build and maintain, 
the log cabin was the best option for the rough and isolated life at the edges of America. 

As the colonies grew and prospered, larger and more comfortable houses became more common. The 
English Georgian style, with its chiefly brick construction, became popular. Georgian homes were especially 
dominant on the east coast, from Philadelphia to Virginia. 

In the southwest, on the other hand, Spanish baroque architecture had a great impact. Large compounds 
with white adobe and red tile roofs were common from Texas to San Diego and up the Fariiic coast, and 
that style still greatly influences the architecture of the region today. 

Many other unique architectural styles exist in various regions of America, from the Greek revivalism of the 
southern plantations to the ornate ironwork of New Orleans. It is all part of the unique heritage America has 
grown over the past 400 years.

The early settlers who covered the United States found their land so rich in natural resources that they 
seemed without limit. The forests were cut down for lumber or just to clear the land for farming. Minerals 
were mined carelessly, and often abandoned with much valuable ore still left in them. The buffalo and other 
animals were thoughtlessly slaughtered, often for no purpose besides sport. And for several generations, 
Americans continued in this behavior, as if the land and its resources were endless. 

Only towards the end of the 1800s did a number of Americans begin thinking about conservation. They 
worried about how the loss of wildlife and natural resources might affect future generations. One of the first 
efforts made to turn this tide of destruction was the creation of Yellowstone Park in 1872. This huge park of 
3,500 square miles extends through parts of the states of Wyoming, Montana, and Idaho, across an area 
with some spectacular scenery. Yellowstone Park has the world’s largest concentration of geysers as well as 
many hot springs. 

Since then, many national parks have been established. One of the most famous is Yosemite Park in 
California. Yosemite contains mountains, lakes, and waterfalls. But most spectacular is its collection of 
ancient giant sequoia trees. There are trees in the park that are over 200 feet tall and 35 feet in diameter, 
and estimated to be around 3,000 years old. 

Perhaps the most spectacular scenery of all is in the Grand Canyon National Park. This 300-mile-long gorge 
was cut 3,000 to 4,000 feet deep through the rocks by the Colorado River. 

In 1916, all the national parks were consolidated and put under the control of the National Park Service, 
part of the Department of the Interior. Today, the National Park Service maintains over 30 million acres of 
public parklands and hundreds of national shrines and recreational areas.

(professor) Yes, and that’s where they get their name — “insecta” is Latin, meaning “segmented.” All 
insects have bodies that can be divided into three segments - the head, the thorax in the 
middle, and then the abdomen. The thorax itself can be further divided into three 
segments, each having one pair of legs. And in addition, all insects have a pair of sensory 


antennas.

We think of computers as thoroughly modern inventions. But in fact, the first computers and the ideas 
behind computers are both quite old. I'm not talking about digital, electronic computers, but machines and 
theories designed to aid in computing and calculations. 

At first, counting was done by matching one set of objects to another set — for example, sheep and stones. A 
farmer counting his sheep might add a pebble for each additional sheep. Early counting tables, like the 
abacus, not only formalized this way of counting, but introduced the idea of position — ones, tens, hundreds, 
and so on. Only when counting and arithmetic became more abstract did people need to learn some way of 
storing numbers, such as by writing them down in clay or on papyrus. 

One of the most important people in this numerical evolution was Muhammad ibn Musa Al’Khowarizmi, a 
Middle Eastern cleric from way back in the:12th century. He invented the idea of a writing process to 
achieve a specific goal, which he called the “algorithm” — today a well-known mathematical term essential to 
the functioning of computers. 

In 1622, William Oughtred created the alice rule, a familiar calculating device used by engineers ever since. 
Although this was an analog, not a digital, device, it was precise to 3 decimal places and fast. 

Later in the 17th century, philosophers like Blaise Pascal of France and Gottfried Wilhelm Leibnitz of 
Germany invented mechanical calculating machines. By turning wheels, digits could be added and 
displayed. But these were mostly used for show by well-to-do hobbyists, and had little practical influence on 
the scientific world. 

But the true father of the calculating devices was Charles Babbage. In 1833, he designed the analytical 
engine, using a steam engine to power his calculating device. This machine was not designed to work like 
any computer we would recognize today — there was no monitor or disk drive. Instead, it was designed to 
produce larger and more accurate charts that could be used by scientists and engineers. 

Another important advance was made in 1854 by George Boole. He created a mathematics system that only 
used 1’s and 0’s - Boolean algebra — and is the basis for all computer programming even today.

Who can tell me something about how babies or young children communicate? 

Well, long before babies can talk, they can let others know what they want by crying. Their 
cries take on different tonal qualities so that it is fairly easy to interpret them. 

Good, Tina. And they also use simple gestures, such as pointing and pushing, to indicate 
what they want or do not want. Crying and gestures are useful so long as the baby cannot 
talk. But as the babies slowly learn how to talk, their communication becomes more 
sophisticated. For example? 

Well, by three or four months, babies have learned how to babble — that is, make those 
cooing and gurgling sounds. 

That’s right. Babbling is considered “play speech” because it isn’t used to convey any 
meaning. Babies just like to amuse themselves by babbling, even when they are alone. But 
as the baby spends more time babbling, the combinations of sounds becomes more varied. 
They’re trying to imitate the sounds they hear around them. But what are the tasks the 
baby must learn in order to talk? 

They have to learn how to associate meanings with words. And they have to be able to 
understand the meaning of words other people use. 

You're talking about vocabulary. At first, children learn the words they use most often — 
mostly nouns like the names of people around them, toys, or food. Then they learn basic 
verbs, such as “go” or “give,” and the adjectives that describe their feelings, such as “good” 
and “bad.” Next they learn adverbs, prepositions, and conjunctions. Last of all, they learn 
pronouns. Also, children tend to learn general words, such as “boy” or “dog,” before they 
learn more specific words like colors or the days of the week. 

Children also need to learn pronunciation. 

Good point. For a children to pronounce words correctly, they must be able to hear them 
clearly and then coordinate the muscles of their tongue and lips. But communicating your 
feelings takes more than just the ability to say words and sentences. They also need to 
learn about emotions. And that will be our discussion next class.

Listen to part of a lecture in an astronomy class. The professor is talking about stars. 


As we examined last class, stars are bodies of hot, glowing gas that are born in clouds of hydrogen in space. 
They vary enormously in size, mass, and temperature — they can have diameters 1/50th the size of our sun, 
or 1,000 times greater; masses can be 1/20th of our sun, or over 50 times greater; and surface 
temperatures can range from 5,500 degrees Fahrenheit to over 90,000 degrees. Stars begin to form when a 
region of higher density gas in space begins to contract under its own gravity. As it contracts, it begins to 
heat up, forming a protostar. When the temperature reaches 27 million degrees Fahrenheit, nuclear 
reactions start, where the hydrogen fuses into helium. This process releases energy, which prevents the star 
from contracting further and causes it to shine. 

Today, I want to talk about what happens towards the end of the life of such a star, specifically a red 
supergiant. The bigger the star, the less time it takes to burn through the main sequence and become a red 
supergiant. After most of the hydrogen has turned to helium in the core, the helium begins to contract, and 
a new round of nuclear reactions occurs. Over the next few million years, several heavier elements will be 
formed. The outer edges of the supergiant remains hydrogen, but there is then a large region of helium. 
After that comes a layer of carbon, followed by oxygen and then silicon. At the center of the red supergiant 
is a core of iron. 

That iron core eventually collapses in less than a second, causing a massive explosion called a supernova. A 
shock wave blows away the outer layers of the star, and for a time, a couple of years, the supernova shines 
brighter than an entire galaxy. 

Sometimes the core survives the explosion. If that core is about the size of our star, it contracts to become a 
tiny, dense neutron star - only about 6 miles across, and so dense a teaspoon of it would weigh a billion 
tons. 

However, if the core is bigger than three times the size of our sun, it contracts to form a black hole — a 
singularity of infinite density, pressure, and temperature. Black holes are characterized by extremely strong 
gravity, so powerful not even light can escape.

(professor) Well, the oldest surviving maps are from Mesopotamia, made on clay tablets, and maps from 
the ancient Mediterranean cultures made on mosaic tile. The writings of ancient Greece and 
Rome refer to other maps, but these were drawn on perishable parchment or paper, and the 
originals have disappeared.

(professor) Ptolemy’s maps exist because they have been copied and recopied frequently over the 
centuries. 

(woman) And why were the old maps so strange? Were they just terrible mappers? 

(professor) No, not at all. Some ancient maps, especially Ptolemy’s, were quite advanced in their way, 
like in their use of latitude. But most early maps centered on the mapmakers’ world and 
world-view. Greek maps centered on the Mediterranean. Chinese maps centered on China. 
Important areas were drawn larger and less important areas were drawn smaller. 

And maps were usually drawn to reflect a people’s world and moral view. For example, 
Medieval maps were a “T” and “O” design — that is, the map was circled by a ring of water, 
then the land was drawn as a “T” shape. The East was above the T, with Europe on the left 
and Africa on the right. Jerusalem, the most important city to Medieval Christians, was at 
the center. 

(man) When did this begin to change? 

(professor) It was a many-stepped process. The Renaissance brought better techniques and the return of 


many mathematical techniques forgotten in medieval times. In 1569, the first Mercator map 
was made. And in 1599, Edward Wright used Mercator’s system and combined it with 
crisscrossing diagonal lines and trigonometry to create much more accurate maps. In the 
17th century, there was a great improvement in astronomical techniques, and for the first 
time, longitude could be determined as accurately as latitude. Greater ocean exploration, 
especially in the 18th century, also helped. The biggest change, though, was about becoming 
more objective and scientific.

For the ancient Greeks, the term “music” referred to everything that belonged to a higher intellectual and 
artistic education. Plato himself put literature beneath music in importance. Indeed, the word “music” comes 
from the Greek “musice,” which means the art of the Muses. 

More narrowly, music was regarded by the Greeks as more than just enjoyment, but also as,one of the most 
effective means of cultivating the feelings and the character. The great importance they attached to music is 
also shown by their idea that it was of divine origin. 

It was also originally always allied with poetry. The early epic poems were always read with musical 
accompaniment. It was not until the time of Alexander that poetry and music were separated into two different 
forms. 

The first place among the various kinds of music was assigned to the indigenous cithara, which was 
connected with the first development of the musical art; and indeed, stringed instruments were always more 
esteemed than wind instruments, in part on account of the greater technical difficulties which had to be 
overcome, and which led to musicians giving particular attention to them. The characteristic of ancient music 
is the great clearness of its form, resulting, above all, from the extreme precision of the rhythmic treatment. 
As the basis of every melodic series of sounds, the ancients had the tetrachord. The tetrachord was a series of 
four notes, to which, according to tradition, the earliest music was limited. From the tetrachord derived the 
heptachord, which consisted of two tetrachords joined together, with the central note being the highest of the 
first tetrachord and the lowest of the second tetrachord — 7 notes alogether. 

The man called Terpander is credited with founding classical Greek music. He developed the tetrachord 
notation system further, expanding the heptachord, adding another note. This led to the eight-note octachord, 
or “octave” as we call it today. 

With regard to musical instruments, only stringed instruments — like the cithara and lyre - and the flute - 
which more resembles our modern clarinet — were considered proper instruments. Of course, the ancient 
Greeks had many other instruments, but they were considered to be lesser.

Henry James, in spite of enjoying limited appeal in his lifetime, is now commonly recognized by literary critics 
as America’s greatest author. 

James's work can be broken down into roughly four periods: his work in the 1860s is like his apprenticeship; 
in the 1870s he wrote solid and enduring, if unspectacular books; in the 1880s, he struggled to learn how to 
write for the theater; finally, starting in the 1890s, he returned to writing novels, but now combining the 
lessons he learned in the theater. 

Born in New York City in 1843, the grandson of one of America’s first millionaires, Henry James was given the 
best education possible in the period. He was educated all over America and Europe, where he studied a great 
many subjects, from painting to biology to law, before deciding upon writing. 

James's first story appeared in 1864 in the North American Review, and soon he was contributing regularly to 
the leading magazines of his day. His early fiction was too gloomy for popular tastes, but his editors and 
friends strongly supported him regardless. His earliest stories concentrated on young love and echoed his own 
lonely emotional state. 

In the 70s while in Paris, James met many of the leading authord of the day. His first book, a collection of his 
magazine stories, came out in 1875, titled A Passionate Pilgrim and Other Tales. His writing in this period had 
an international theme, as James asked what was the proper role of European experience for an American. 
James'’s first full-length novel, Roderick Hudson, was published in 1877, a decent, if flawed, book. 

His themes and ideas grew more complex and sophisticate over time. In The Portrait of a Lady, James 
described the life of the charming Isabel Archer, a young American woman traveling around Europe. At the 
beginning, she insists on her moral freedom, but by the end of the book she is a virtual slave. By writing this 
story, James showed how self-centered freedom is not really freedom at all. 

After spending several years writing for theater, James wrote his three greatest books, including the difficult 
but outstanding The Golden Bowl. This book is largely a series of conversations. Its distinction lies in how the 
characters’ consciousnesses are presented. 

James was a great novelist and unparalleled critic. From his experiments in narrative perspective sprang 
many of the greatest writers of the next century. His concern for consciousness forshadowed much of the 20th 
century novel’s concern for psychology, and his contrast of freedom and limits is enlightening even today.

Manitoba was called the “postage stamp province” when it first joimed Canada in 1870, on account of its 
shape: Since then, its boundaries have expanded to the west, east, and north, to create the 250-thousand- 
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square-mile province it is today. The easternmost of the Prairie Provinces, Manitoba links the resources of 
western Canada with the principal population centers in the east. 

Manitoba’s early history was associated with the struggle between France and England for control of the North 
American fur trade. An English navigator, Sir Thomas Button, was the first European to see Manitoba in 
1612. But little interest was subsequently shown in this area, then called Rupert's Land, until reports of vast 
profits to be made in the fur trade led to the formation of the Hudson’s Bay Company in England in 1670. The 
French fur trade competed fiercely, opening a chain of outposts in Manitoba in the 1730s and 40s. Only after 
the French were decisively routed in 1763 did control over this area firmly belong to the Hudson's Bay 
Company. 

The first farming settlement in Manitoba was begun in 1811 by Thomas Douglas, Earl of Selkirk. The métis, 
people of mixed Indian and French decent, resented these newcomers and fought unsuccessfully for years to 
dislodge the colony. 

The métis spearheaded another rebellion when the newly founded Dominion of Canada bought the territory 
from the Hudson’s Bay Company in 1869. Louis Riel led the métis in a fight for self-government because 
Canada would give them no guarantee of rights to their lands or their distinct way of life. A compromise was 
reached granting the métis their own schools, but Louis Riel was executed for treason against the crown. 

On July 15, 1870, Manitoba became a full province in the Dominion of Canada. Although it was a part of 
Canada, Manitoba long had stronger links to the United States. It was not firmly tied to the Canadian 
economy until the completion of the Canadian Pacific Railway in 1885. In the following decades, thousands of 
newcomers poured into the province. The province grew from barely 25,000 in 1870 to 150 thousand in 1891, 
and 460 thousand by 1911. 

Today, the province has a little over one million people, about half of whom live in the capital city of Winnipeg. 
Manitoba is divided into two natural regions — the interior plains and the Canadian Shield. The interior plains 
are in the southwest third of the province and in the northeast around Hudson Bay. The southern plains are 
very fertile farming land. The Canadian Shield is a vast mass of exposed, ancient rock, largely overlain by 
glacial deposits. The region is covered by dense coniferous forests. Wheat is the major crop of Manitoba. 
Lumber and the fur trade are also major industries. And since 1960, mining has been a major industry in 
Manitoba. Nickel ore is the single most valuable mineral, but copper, zinc, gold, and many other substances 
are also mined in the province. if

Breakfast cereals are such an established part of the American diet, it is easy to forget how recent they are. 
This highly nourishing food product is made of one or more processed cereal grains and usually eaten with 
milk. The most common grains used are oats, wheat, corn, and rice, in that order. 

For centuries, porridge made from oats or wheat was eaten in Great Britain and northern Europe. The people 
who settled in North America during colonial times also ate cornmeal mush or boiled rice. These simple dishes 
often served as the main course for lunch and dinner as well as breakfast. 

The processed breakfast cereals that are enjoyed today did not have their true beginnings until the latter part 
of the 19th century. Around 1860, Ferdinand Schumacher of Akron, Ohio, observed that cooked oatmeal was 
less pasty and tasted better if the oat grains were rolled flat rather than ground into flour. Rolled oats and 
rolled-wheat cereals gradually gained favor with the American public. 

Dr. James C. Jackson developed in 1863 what was probably the first ready-to-eat cereal. Called Granula, the 
new preparation was intended to he a health food. It was made from a coarse, whole-meal dough which was 
baked into loaves, crumbled, then baked again and ground into small bits. 

Charles W. Post of Battle Creek, Michigan, was the first to realize the natural appeal of ready-to-eat cereals on 
the basis of their convenience and flavor, rather than as health foods. The founder of Post Cereals, he became 
the first great merchandiser of breakfast cereals. His first ready-to-eat product was Grape Nuts, marketed in 
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1898. The Battle Creek Toasted Corn Flake Company, founded by Will K. Kellogg in 1906, manufactured the 
first corn flakes and wheat flakes. 

Battle Creek became the home of the ready-to-eat cereal industry at the turn of the 20th century. Dozens of 
health sanitariums sprang up, and breakfast cereal wannabes flocked to Battle Creek to try their hand in the 
new and lucrative business. So many people tried that historians coined the term “cereal rush,” after the 
famous gold rush of the mid-1800s.

Some people believe that it harms a_friendship when one borrows money from a friend. Do you 
agree or disagree with this opinion?

“Neither a borrower nor a lender be,” one old adage advises. It is widely quoted because it 
expresses an important truth. Borrowing money can do serious harm to friendships. 


Borrowing from a friend is, in many cases, a form of parasitism. The friend from whom one asks to 
borrow money may see the borrower as an opportunist and leech whose only aim is to be supported 
at someone else’s expense. If a loan is forthcoming, then whether or not the borrower actually gains 
anything is a matter of opinion. He has money in his pocket but has obtained it at a tremendous cost 
to his own reputation. At best, he is seen as improvident. More likely, he will be viewed as a failure 
who must depend on acquaintances for support, in the manner of a tick on a dog. 


The respect of others has a certain value in itself, and its loss may outweigh any benefit one 

might obtain by borrowing from a friend. If one simply admitted poverty and helplessness in a 

given situation, genuine friends might be moved by sympathy to help. No shame would be 

involved, because help would be provided voluntarily. Constant begging for handouts, on the 

other hand, will reduce one in the eyes of others to the status of a child - or, more precisely, 
someone who is unwilling to accept the responsibilities of an adult. 


A person impoverished by circumstances beyond his or her control is one thing. A reasonably 
able person who asks others constantly for loans, however, is something else again. If someone 
in that latter situation has any friends at all, they probably will tell him — with justification — to 
grow up and support himself.

Tour packages offered by travel companies can make foreign travel inexpensive, safe, and 
enjoyable. Moreover, while abroad, one can gather information and obtain perspectives which may 
be available nowhere else. 


For example, my own travels to other countries have shown me what a pleasant change life in 
another country can provide. Seoul is safer than Washington, D.C. - so much safer, indeed, that I 
have chosen to remain in Seoul for the time being. One American writer I know visited the Canary 
Islands, found that environment much more agreeable thar. America, and stayed in the islands for 
an extended visit. 


On the other hand, the car could be used for years and would provide convenience of movement 
over a wide area, but the advantages of a private car would be limited. Also, driving is one of the 
most stressful activities in daily life. Add to these considerations the long-term expenses of owning 
and operating a car, from insurance and fuel to repairs and parking fees, and to buy a car does not 
appear the more attractive option. 


Therefore, I would recommend investing in a vacation rather than in a new car. A trip to another 
country might reveal opportunities one has never even imagined. Such discoveries would supply a 
better return on investment than a car, and the travel itself would be enjoyable.
